An Analysis of Election Possibilities 


ois Epmunp Dewey was born in 
Owosso, Michigan, on March 24, 1902. 
He studied at the University of Michigan 
and Columbia University Law School. 
Note his Sun and Mars conjoined in Aries, 
sign of political revolution, in sextile aspect 
to the law planet, Jupiter. His Moon in 
legal Libra trines the Planet of justice, 
benevolence and unselfish service, Jupiter. 
In June, 1935, as progressed Sun sextiled 
his natal Mercury in the 12th House sign, 
Pisces, Dewey was appointed Special 
Prosecutor of racketeering in New York 
City. In this capacity he broke up racke- 
teering in prostitution and in the contract- 
ing, loan bank, baking and restaurant 
industries. 

In 1937 Thomas E. Dewey was elected 
District Attorney of New York County. 
At that time his progressed Moon was in 
political Capricorn passing over his natal 
Saturn. As Republican candidate for 
Governor of New York he was defeated in 
1938 by a narrow margin (progressed Sun 
square natal Jupiter). In 1942 he was suc- 
cessful with the bid he made for advance- 
ment in public office (progressed Venus 
sextile Saturn in the 10th House sign), 
being elected Governor of New York State. 
Yet in 1940 Dewey was an unsuccessful 
candidate for the Republican nomination, 
and little wonder, since Jupiter and Saturn 
were transitting in square aspect to his 
natal Jupiter. The older Willkie was pre- 
ferred, and we witnessed the defeat of the 
Republican candidate. 

This time the Republicans chose their 
candidate far more wisely, since there is 
plenty of evidence that he will prove a 
winner. The transits of the heavenly 
bodies on Election Day, November 7th, 
1944, reveal Neptune near Dewey’s natal 
Moon; Uranus retrograding towards the 
trine of his Jupiter; Jupiter trine his

Saturn and quincunx his Venus; Venus 
going over his Uranus. This indicates a 
fortunate change in Dewey’s life-position. 
External events that day will tend to exalt 
his fortunes. 

Another remarkable indication _ that 
Election Day this year should see the 
people choose a Republican candidate, the 
youngest in our national history too, is that 
the Sun that day transits in conjunction 
aspect to the North Scale, a fixed star 
having the nature of Jupiter (Jupiter rules 
the Republican Party) and Mercury ( Mer- 
cury rules young people). Whereas on 
Election Day, November 5, 1940, transit- 
ing Sun was applying to the conjunction 
of the South Scale of the nature of Saturn 
and Mars. The Democratic candidate, 
ruled by Saturn, won. Moreover, during 
his Administration we had both rationing 
(Saturn) and war (Mars). 

The next four years, 1945-48, under 
the Republican banner, augur peace and 
prosperity (Jupiter) and the unrestricted 
activity of business (Mercury). Young 
people should have plenty of opportunity 
to prove their talents and abilities, to 
contribute to the life and progress of this 
great nation. 


A Nine Year 
This is a “9” 


year, and numerologists 
tell us nine is “The Finisher.” Election 
Day, Nov. 7, 1944, adds to “9.” So what 
could this indicate but the end of the New 
Deal, the end of bureaucratic rule in our 
country?

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The Planet Saturn

L. is often asserted that Saturn is not 
only one of the less attractive planets (1f 
not definitely unattractive), but that he 
is by no means interesting. As an object in 
the sky he is not splendid like Jupiter, 
beautiful like Venus, or distinctive as is 
Mars in his red uniform, nor has he the 
mysterious quality that elusiveness gives 
to Mercury and remoteness to Uranus, 
Neptune, and Pluto. He is, in fact, rather 
ordinary in appearance, neither very bright 
nor very dim, but dull and sullen as if he 
came upon the scene with some such words 
as: “Here I am; I don’t want to come, 
and I don’t suppose you want to see me 
either; but I suppose it can’t be helped.” 

Well, from one point of view, besides 
that of appearance, Saturn is ordinary; 
he is a planet, that does ordinary jobs in 
an ordinary way. The Saturnian, we must 
admit, can be stupid and heavy, and when 
he is not stupid he can be limited in a 
way that is almost as bad as stupidity— 
unable to see anything, or take any interest 
in anything except the few things, mostly 
not very fascinating to other people, upon 
which, throughout his life, he has concen- 
trated his attention. So that to.the world 
at large he passes as possibly useful, but 
certainly not very likeable—a dull dog, 
whose chief virtue is that he is not flighty 
and will sit still and stick to whatever he 
has once begun. He has an extreme dis- 
like of anything that is not certain, that 
is changeful and inconstant; he has no 
spirit of adventure, hates going far afield 
or varying the routine of his life, has few 
if any friends—for he dislikes mankind as 
a whole—gravitates naturally to something 
safe, even if it is poorly paid, never does 
anything wrong, and, as a consequence, 
rarely does anything brilliant’ either. 

His moral conceptions are those of the 
Puritan—that is to say, he thinks that

virtue is a matter of abstention from cer- 
tain sins and habits, which, by the way, 
do not attract him personally. He has no 
sympathy at all for the warm-hearted 
spontaneous types that enjoy life and oc- 
casionally are not altogether businesslike 
in their ways. 

If he is religious at all, his religion is 
apt to be a gloomy affair, and mostly a 
matter of formal observances and codes of 
“thou shalt not.” 

In physical appearance he is not lovely, 
for his teeth are usually his most promi- 
nent feature. 

In manner he is precise and stiff, some- 
times shy and ill-at-ease, and he is seldom 
a good mixer, for the reason that he dis- 
approves of nearly everybody. 

He is honest and dependable, but those 
who do not like him attribute this to lack 
of spirit rather than to good principles. 

If Saturn’s effect upon temperament is 
unpleasant, so too is his influence upon our 
affairs. Jupiter may often empty our 
pockets, but Saturn never lets anything 
get into them. Jupiter may give us liver 
attacks, but Saturn keeps us on such short 
rations that any such derangement is out 
of the question. Jupiter may incline to 
corpulence, but. this is usually associated 
with good hump and jollity, whilst Saturn 
tends to a miserable and chilly bonyness, 
distressing to the native and repulsive to 
the onlooker. He may not cause dangerous 
conditions of health and he is certainly so 
careful, not to say timid, that whatever 
human vigilance can forestall, he will 
forestall, but by degrees he grows thinner 
and thinner and may eventually fall into 
what our forefathers called a “decline.” 
As a master, he is austere and unhelpful; 
as a servant sullen and discontented. In 
the business of life he is all that is ob- 
structive, hard, unsympathetic and dis- 
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couraging. As a husband or wife, he is 
faithful and economical, and, thanks to his 
exaltation in Libra, I suppose we may say 
that his best side comes out in 7th-house 
matters, but even so I imagine that a 
Saturnian partner must be excessively de- 
pressing to anyone who has not a strong 
dash of the same planet. And what it 
must be like to be the child—particularly 
the only child—of two very Saturnian 
parents, one can only imagine. 

So much for what is usually taken to 
be, I think, a fairly true portrait of an 
extreme Saturnian. Of course we must all 
of us admit that a strong influence from 
any other planet will make a very con- 
siderable difference. The Sun will add joie 
de vivre, Mercury will give adaptability 
and mental liveliness, Venus will. bring in 
the element of beauty and happiness, Mars 
will give robustness and courage, Jupiter 
the spirit of adventure, Uranus originality, 
Neptune fancy and poetry. 

But now let us go to the other side and 
see what things are like when Saturn is 
inactive. We shall, I think, have to admit 
that such a spectacle will convince us that 
Saturn is not only useful—a virtue often 
insufficiently appreciated—but even indis- 
pensable to all reason living. We have, 
unfortunately, not to go very far afield, or 
use very high-powered microscopes, in or- 
der to find instances of Saturn dethroned. 
For during this year (1936) he has been 
in opposition to Neptune and in square to 
Jupiter, that is to say, in conflict with the 
two least orderly of the planets, Neptune 
having, at any rate in some of his aspects, 
very little conception of order, and Jupiter 
(if afflicted) usually acting as if it re- 
garded order as being a most excellent 
thing to disregard and flout! 

Saturn himself has been.in Pisces, a 
sign that rules Portugal, Where there has 
been a revolutionary outbreak in the navy, 
and in Russia, traditionally ruled by 
Saturn, there has been the sanguinary 
repression of a certain faction, coupled 
with obvious fear of attack in the west 
and east; however, a powerful Govern- 
ment has preserved order. But in Spain, 
where the trouble seems to have been 
focussed by the presence of Jupiter in its 
ruling sign, there is at present a complete 
and disastrous collapse of order over a 
large part of the country and the results 


have been so terrible as to shock civiliza- 
tion, convincing many of us, I think, if 
we had to be convinced, that any order 
is better than none.* 

And is not the same equally true of in- 
dividuals? We may in our gay youth dis- 
like and ridicule the ideas of self-control, 
prudence and restraint, but in the long run 
we have to recognize that these qualities 
are important and are likely to remain so 
for many years to come. 

To say that Saturn, in its extreme ae- 
tion, is unlovely, is after all only asserting 
what we can affirm with almost equal 
truth of any other astrological influence: 
they are all different—different both in 
their benefic operations and in their s0- 
called malefic—but the adage that one can 
have too much of a good thing is true of 
all of them, and Saturn is not the only 
planet that we do not care to see in excess! 
Unbalanced nativities naturally produce 
unbalanced temperaments; and whilst in 
some cases the result may be genius, in 
the majority it is unfortunate. Indeed, un- 
balanced horoscopes seldom produce hap- 
piness, whatever peculiar gifts they may 
bring with them. Sound minds, happiness, 
and effective action come, as a rule, from 
balanced natures and balanced maps; as 
soon as we have lack of balance something 
in the life will go askew. / 

What is the essence of the Saturnian 
influence? 

One can, of course, approach this ques- 
tion from several points of view, which will 
supplement, rather than contradict, one 
another, but the traditional belief that he 
is the planet of limitatjon is probably as 
true as any. Now limitation is apt to be 
irksome, especially to the expansive ele- 
ments in man, which are chiefly shown by 
the Sun, Mars, Jupiter, Uranus, Neptune, 
and Pluto. In fact, we may say that the 
only planets that are to some extent 
friendly to Saturn are Mercury and Venus, 
both of which rule, like Saturn, an earth 
sign and an air sign. Mercury has much 
the same exactness, precision, and matter- 
of-factness as Saturn, and Venus has a 
tendency to order and dislike of muddle 
and confusion; further, Venus and Saturn 
are both peaceful planets, with a dislike 
of violent methods, roughness, and rude-

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‘ness. One may say that these two under- 

stand Saturn well enough and can share 
his point of view, but this is much less 
true of the others. The Moon perhaps, is 
neutral in this respect; it is true that 
Saturn is in detriment in the lunar sign 
and in some ways the two bodies are op- 
posites, and yet there is also an affinity, 
as indeed there often is in opposites. But 
as there are six bodies that are more or 
less at variance with Saturn—six out of 
nine—it is not strange that he is more 
likely to be unpopular than popular! In 
nearly everyone there is more that dislikes 
Saturn than there is that likes him. 

But reflection soon shows us that limi- 
tation is a necessary part of manifestation. 
To become individuals we must be limited 
by being ourselves and not being anyone 
else. The act of thought is founded on 
limitation, for thought is only possible 
if we have distinct ideas, and thought be- 
comes accurate and rational in proportion 
as our ideas are distinct; hence it is that 
every rational discussion has to begin with 
a definition of terms, tacit or explicit, as 
Socrates made plain to his associates more 
than two thousand years ago. People 
whose radical ideas and conceptions are in- 
distinct, or, as we sometimes say, “woolly,” 
are like workmen with tools the use of 
which they do not understand; they can- 
not really think or act effectively unless 
they rely on another faculty altogether, to 
wit, instinct. Most of his fellow-citizens 
thought Socrates was a bore and a nuisance 
for bothering himself and them about what 
seemed unimportant things, and, as a re- 
sult, they put him to death. Many mod- 
erns are inclined to sympathize with them 
rather than with the philosopher, yet a 
very great deal of confusion—not to say 
destruction of life and property—would 
have been saved if the lesson he tried to 
teach had been accepted by mankind in 
general. Most wars have been fought 
about issues that were by no means clear 
to the majority of the combatants or even 
to the statesmen. We might find it useful 
to try to define some of our common as- 
trological terms—for example, “benefic” 
and “malefic.” 

Saturn, therefore, enables us (if we 
wish) to have clear ideas and think prop- 
erly. A number of people I have met have 
roundly stated that it matters very little- 


what we think if we act rightly, and per- 
haps it wouldn’t, but I have yet to meet a 
person who thought wrongly and yet 
acted rightly, except accidentally. Saturn 
certainly teaches us to act rightly and 
wisely, and if the Saturn man sometimes 
behaves too timidly, that is only because 
he is excessively Saturnian, and, as we 
have just said, any planet pushed to excess 
results in loss of balance. 

Again, our bodies are very definite 
limited things—they do not coalesce with 
each other; we know where one begins and 
the other ends, and the same is true of 
all bodies, and not only human ones. All 
this distinctiveness is Saturnian, and Sat- 
urn is an honest planet, because he knows 
instinctively the difference between “mine” 
and “thine,” whereas some astrological 
types are weak in this respect and really 
hardly seem to be aware of this distinction. 
Thus an untruthful or dishonest Saturnian 
is a very unrighteous person, with no ex- 
cuse for his sins, since he cannot be for- 
given on the grounds that he knows no 
better; he does know what is true and 
what is not, and he does know what be- 
longs to him and what does not. . 

It is not hard to see why Saturn is 
exalted in Libra, for Libra is the least 
separate of the signs, and so the separa- 
tiveness of Saturn tends to be modified in 
it. Libra lives in and through other people 
and cannot separate itself from others; 
thus it brings Saturn out of, and away 
from, itself. Love binds our lives to those 
of others. Not that,any man ever does, 
or ever can, lose his individuality, for he 
is always distinct from others, but dis- 
timctiveness is not quite the same as 
separation. One can remain one’s self yet 
be intimately linked with all other selves. 

In our social life Saturn is very streng; 
he is the Law, which tells us what can 
be done and what cannot; and just as the 
law is (at least ideally) a terror only to 
law-breakers and wrong-doers and is a 
protection and help to those who desire 
to live rightly, so the Saturnian principles 
assist those who work lawfully, but pun- 
ishes those who do not. 

The belief in the fundamental rightness 
of things is firmly implanted in every 
man; even very young children protest 
against unfairness, and older people will 
die fighting for justice. This universal 
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intuition of equity is a proof of the funda- 
mental rightness of things and answers 
with an emphatic affirmative the question: 
“Shall not the Judge of all the earth do 
right?” The fact that we as individuals 
often fail to see that justice is omnipres- 
ent is due to the necessary limitation of 
our present being; we see things only in 
part, both in regard to time and to space. 

Saturn is the astrological symbol of 
Divine Justice. So long as man opposes 
law, whether human, natural or spiritual 
law, it is inevitable that he should con- 
stantly feel the coercive action of Saturn, 
thrusting or dragging the rebel away from 
his futile attempts to imitate the Titans, 
who strove of old to storm the celestial 
battlements and merge the Divine Order 
in chaos. The more violently we rebel, 
the more severe will be the Saturnian in- 
hibitions. But when we learn that true 
liberty lies in obedience to the Divine 
Law and not in rebelliousness and self- 
will, then, as we say in our “Ritual of the 
Planets,” ‘Saturn becomes our true 
Friend.” 

Saturn is called the planet of Fate, and 
we have come to use this word in a rather 
bad sense; if a man tells me something 
was “fated” I expect to hear that he is 
referring to an unpleasant rather than to 
a pleasant event. But there is no neces- 
sary implication of this kind in the word— 
“fate” is that which is “spoken” or “de- 
creed.” If two things are brought into 
close contact with each other, it neces- 
sarily follows that each must affect the 
other, and the more potent must exercise 
a certain dominant influence on the less; 
at the same time, the stronger may feel 
inhibited by being associated with some- 
thing inferior to itself. Thus, if the soul 
takes unto itself a body, a connection 
between the two arises which you may 
term “fatal,” because so long as the con- 
nection lasts, each will affect the other. 
But there is nothing evil in this; in fact, 
in any ordered scheme it must be that 
such relationships will arise; they are in 
the nature of things. Yet, if we have an 
afflictive Saturn, they are apt to prove 
irksome, as long as we fret and quarrel 
with them. 

However, we must remember always 
that Saturn afflictions, like all others, fall 
into two classes—those that come from 


without and those that come from within, 
The former are sometimes unavoidable: 
For example, if the Chancellor of the Ex 
chequer raises the income tax, most of us 
cannot do much about it. Or if we are 
in employment, or in the army or navy, 
and a martinet is placed over us, we must 
sometimes grin and bear this evidence of 
Saturn’s activities. But the interior attack 
of Saturn we can, at any rate to some ex- 
tent, control. Yet many fail to do so; we 
often behold the melancholy sight of an 
individual refusing to make any effort to 
assist himself out of difficulties because, he 
says, he has Saturn square this, that, or 
the other, and he does not see that, in 
saying this and taking this supine view, he 
is really making himself the tool of the 
very planet he is maligning. Or shall we 
rather say he is making himself into a 
channel—-a very crooked channel—for its 
influence? 

It is not. to be gainsaid that the path 
of this planet is not a joyous one, but it 
is eminently useful; and in any case we 
are none of us all Saturn: We can look to 
the other planets for our happiness. Re- 
nunciation is not easy, but few people are 
called upon to renounce so much that they 
have not always left to them an abundance 
of sources of interest and enjoyment, if 
they will but find them and cultivate them. 
Perhaps you will say I am moralizing 
very tediously—well, I am talking of the 
moral planet, so you must bear with me! 

As the planet of order Saturn has a 
great deal to do with our health, both 
mental and physical—in fact, we actually 
call a disease a “disorder” and talk of a 
disordered mind, imagination or will. 
Where Saturn is strong the bodily machin- 
ery is likely to function well and carry 
out efficiently the wishes of the ego that 
uses it; there may be accidents, due to 
Mars or Uranus, let us say, but the body, 
as a machine, works well, and is “in good 
order.” Thus we find that a good aspect 
of Saturn to the Lights is excellent for 
longevity; in such cases, other things 
being equal, .the body, like a well-made 
and well-kept car, will run on and on and 
hardly seem to show wear at all, and when 
death comes it comes gently and naturally.

Astrology as a Guide in Parenthood

es is a primal urge which may 
be expressed at any level, from the blind, 
primitive instinct of the animal to that 
ethical plane on which stands exalted the 
Madonna and Child. In every man and 
woman this creative potentiality is present, 
though not always manifest. It may be 
stunted, blocked, morbidly overgrown or 
poisoned, and if driven underground will 
take its revenge as implacably as any 
other distorted dynamic power. , 

All of us would like to have beautiful, 
intelligent, obedient, loving and in every 
manner superior children—just as we 
would all wish to be handsome, wealthy, 
popular, healthy and supremely powerful. 
But what we may get may be something 
else again—usually it is! Happiness in 
parenthood, as in all our life, is not some- 
thing to be pursued and caught, but grows 
of its own accord as a by-product of right 
living, or if we want to be mystical, as the 
overtone of harmonious vibration in the 
universe, 

We may view a human life from so 
biological a standpoint that we may say it 
consists of being born, maintaining life, 
mating, reproducing the species and dying 
—or we may put it under the microscope 
and find in it so many infinite variations 
that, astrologically speaking, no individual 
can be duplicated in a cycle of over 25,000 
years. The biologists tell us that at the 
time of conception “the possible combina- 
tions of hereditary factors which the 
chromosomes can make, with twenty four 
pairs involved, is 16,777,216, each differ- 
ent from the other. The individual who is 
produced, therefore, has only one in 16,- 
177,216 chances of being the kind of 
person he is. The chances are less than 
one in 3,000,000,000 if one considers both 
germ cells,” It is also interesting to know 
that the child’s sex is determined by the 
father, the mother’s germs cells being 


capable of producing only females, while 
half of the male germ cells can produce 
only females and the other half only males. 
For some reason not yet understood, more 
males are conceived but their hold on life 
is weaker since a greater number of mis- 
carriages are of the male children and 
though 106 males are born to every 100 
females the numbers have become equal 
by the time adolescence is reached. We 
should evidently discard the humiliation so 
unjustly attached to the mother who seems 
able to provide her husband with a brood 
of daughters instead of the longed for son 
—and perhaps we might throw away with 
it the concept of woman as the weaker 
sex——unless we find it too convenient, of 
course. 

This brings us right up to that thorny 
problem of heredity versus environment, 
which was probably good for an all night 
session around Neanderthal camp fires and 
which still arouses perfect ladies and gen- 
tlemen to the point where they catch 
themselves talking too loudly and rapidly 
in polite gatherings. Whether it is better 
for our children to be well-born or to be 
well-brought-up, however, should not be 
an argument; we should hope to give them 
as much of each quality as lies in our 
power; then only can we be called happy 
parents. 

Nature in her wisdom has established a 
curve of normality in which the average 
or medium predominate numerically, with 
the few highly superior at one end and the 
few greatly inferior at the other end. The 
only reasonably certain way the average 
men and women can expect to influence 
the heredity of their children is to refrain 
from marrying into markedly inferior 
stock, and to reach above themselves, if 
possible, into the superior—provided they 
know what that really is without the modi- 
fications produced in it by environmental 
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factors. We have all pondered over the 
lamentable heritage of the Jukes family 
and none of us have felt the desire to min- 
gle its blood stream with our own, yet a 
sincere advocate for the under-dog should 
be able to make us wonder what a really 
good environment could have done with 
those members of the unfortunate tribe 
who had escaped the gross handicaps of 
feeble-mindedness and physical degenera- 
tion. And also to make us wonder just 
what high and noble qualities in the 
“better classes’ responsible for the intelli- 
gent and ethical functioning of society dre 
expressed when the poor, weak and 
ignorant are exploited, seduced, pushed 
into that dustbin of society which is 
politely called “the seamy side of life.” 
There is another way to improve the 
heredity of our children, though we are 
not as yet very skilled in using it. Both 
superiorities and inferiorities are found to 
be inherited in various families and it is 
quite possible to breed these qualities in 
or out of a given strain, provided the 
family heredity is considered as a whole. 
The children are more likely to resemble 
the grandparents, uncles, aunts and cous- 
ins than to be replicas of either parent, 
also to show the family resemblance in the 
dominant traits of the group. For this 
reason it is considered quite a gamble to 
marry the one white sheep in a family of 
black ones, or as the old Jewish proverb 
says, “It is not good to marry a maid who 
is the only good maid in her family.” 
People with similar defect or weakness 
are not advised to marry if the dominance 
of that trait would be a source of misery 
to their children; those with similar fine 
points double the chance of transmitting 
them. Science is quite vague, however, 
about just how this admirable result can 


be insured by only two individuals. The - 


ordinary parent has to be guided by blind 
instinct in the choice of a mate—for- 
tunately this is wiser than most of our 
reasoned choices are at present. We have 
all had the illuminating experience of 
seeing a gorgeous child result from the 
mating we would have expected to produce 
something monstrous—and beside it the 
tragedy of the abnormal child born to the 
finest and most deeply loving type of 
parents. We may be reminded with rather 
wry humor of the dubious fatherly pride 


experienced by Jurgen when his wife drew 
up from the deep well of life a queer little 
animalcule, dressed it in infant’s clothing 
and told him “His nose is just like yours, 
dear!” 

The astrologer, no more than the biolo- 
gist, is able at present to aid a great deal 
in the problems presented by heredity. His 
power lies more in understanding the 
heredity as it already is, and in helping 
the parent to improve the environmental 
factors in the life so as to give full expres- 
sion to the powers and to prevent the 
short-circuiting of energy caused by the 
conflict within the personality of dis- 
cordant urges. He does know that astro- 
logical signs and aspects “run in families” 
and produce traits of character which may 
be called hereditary, that the lunar posi- 
tion and aspects in a child’s chart show 
the moulding influence upon him of “home 
and mother,” and that the fourth and . 
tenth houses of this chart, taken together, 
show the pattern of his life in the parental 
home, while the fifth and eleventh houses 
of the parents’ chart show what children 
mean to them, and what sort of children 
may be born to them. In some cases, we 
can say positively that the parent will 
transmit his least desirable characteristics 
to his unfortunate children, and in others 
we see clearly marked the happiness and 
good fortune experienced in this life rela- 
tionship. We should be taking upon our- 
selves a great deal too much to advise the 
average person whether or not he should 
have children, for life is not primarily a 
search for pleasure, ease and contentment 
but includes a great many more sternly 
dynamic forces. 

It is another wise provision of nature 
that the most seriously destructive forces 
affecting the birth of children are self- 
limiting in their effects. Sterility as an 
inherited factor is not transmitted to future 
generations except as a recessive quality 
because there are no children directly to 
inherit it. For this reason, there has always 
been survival of the race, no matter how 
often it has been trampled under the gal- 
loping hooves of Conquest, Famine, Pesti- 
lence and Death. 

Whatever heredity has done to or for us, 
we parents are mainly interested in the 
best management of the children we al- 
ready have, and in that field the astrologer 
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' can and does render valuable service. It 


may seem very funny and superstitiously 
old-fashioned when we hear of Oriental 
peoples arranging marriages for their chil- 
dren on the sole basis of their horoscopes 
and educating them for the right careers 
according to astrology. Oriental peoples in 
turn might pity the dense ignorance which 
leads to our American divorce problem and 
to the mutual disappointment of parents 
and children when square pegs have been 
duly educated for round holes. 

In those good old days we hear so much 
about but no one wants back, there was 
very little of our modern concern over the 
proper management of children. The nurse 
set the baby in his bath; if he turned red 
it was too hot, and if he turned blue, it was 
too cold. If he were a fine sturdy lad, he 
survived all such domestic trial-and-error 
methods; if not, the Lord gave and He also 
took away. As a little girl, I knew well a 
mother of twenty children, four of whom 
lived to maturity. She never did hold with 
new-fangled notions, no-siree! And as for 
anybody who would dare to question the 
Will of the Lord, the devil would certainly 
pick his bones! 

The pattern of parenthood today is so 
different that about the only things that 
look familiar are the fathers, mothers and 
babies. From the old idea that “mother 
knows best” just out of sheer mother in- 
stinct, regardless of fatalities or ruination, 
we who read the modern literature on 
child care have been jolted out of such 
blissful ignorance—indeed many of us 
have fallen clear off the wagon and are 
looking wistfully after it as it goes on 
without us. We can cope well enough with 
sterilized formulas, hospital routine, spin- 
ach and the facts of life, but along about 
there the hard road ends. One expert says 
our little darling will outgrow anything we 
don’t like, another says he will outgrow 
nothing and must be reconditioned during 
every waking moment; one says heredity 
determines everything really important 
and we can only provide a safe environ- 
ment for inborn character to develop, 
while another claims “with his bare face 
hanging out” that he can take a dozen 
normal infants and train them into any 
dozen adult types desjred. One says that 
the natural urges must never be suppressed 
(but oh the itching fingers of innocent 


bystanders), while another proceeds on the 
assumption that the unlicked cub remains 
formless. 

In the welter of Oedipus complexes, 
regressions, sibling jealousies, narcissism, 
perversions, inferiority complexes, Ids, 
Egos and Super-egos, etc., it is almost too 
easy to decide never under any circum- 
stances to give birth to anything so horri- 
ble and dangerous as a human child. To 
find a truly placid, entirely happy, though 
conscientious mother in these modern times 
it is almost necessary to go look for a cat, 
who being an instinctive creature and 
mercifully unable to read or attend lec- 
tures, is still able to enjoy bringing up her 
babies. To such a pass our present gen- 
eration, many of whom have Neptune in 
Cancer opposed by Uranus in Capricorn, 
has been brought. 

Astrology, being older and far more 
versed in the knowledge of man and his 
place in the universe, is a better guide to 
child-training than any of these one-expert 
systems called “modern psychology.” 
There are perfectly valid truths in all these 
conflicting schools, many of which have 
been embodied in astrological teaching for 
centuries and some of which have been dis- 
covered as we have learned to evaluate the 
influences of Uranus and Neptune in mod- 
ern times. To sum up present astrological 
knowledge helpful in child care and devel- 
opment would be a task requiring a fair- 
sized book, not one evening lecture. 

Therefore, let us take up just the Num- 
ber One Problem of our own times. Should 
we bring children into a war-torn world? 
Can we train them now, in the midst of 
disaster, to cope with the period of post- 
war reconstruction in which they will have 
to live? How can we help to prevent 
another war? 

The wonderful conquest of medicine 
over infant mortality during the past two 
generations would seem to indicate that 
an intelligent questioning of the heavenly 
dispensation was not only much in order 
but rewarded richly by Divine Providence. 
Today we face a problem with the im- 
potence of dense human ignorance just 
as those earlier mothers had to weep over 
the babes torn from their arms by now 
preventable disease, yet it gives us hope 
to remember the vast increase of power 
attained by humanity as each new planet 
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of historical times has been discovered. 
It is not a grandiose delusion to expect 
that when we understand Pluto even as 
well as we now understand Uranus and 
Neptune we shall be able to exercise at 
least partial control over the reproductive 
and survival urges, using them for race 
preservation instead of running amuk in 
periodic national orgies of bloodshed. Only 
then we shall see Pluto lay aside the Mask 
of the Grinning Skull and be seen in his 
true role—the Phoenix. 

Impossible! you say? Idealistic? Have 
you less vision now than the Plutonian 
seer, the poet Tennyson, who had Pluto 
in Pisces, trine to. Mars, Uranus and Sa- 
turn in Scorpio? He was born in 1809 and 
died in 1892, leaving the world of men 
vastly richer even though not yet able to 
appreciate his inspired prophecy: Living 
in the golden age of Britain’s Empire, dead 
eleven years before the first aeroplane 
flight, he yet 

“Heard the heavens fill with shouting, 

and there rain’d a ghastly dew 

From the nations’ airy navies grap- 

pling in the central blue; 

Far along the world-wide whisper of 

the south wind rushing warm, 

With the standards of the peoples 

plunging through the thunderstorm; 

Till the war-drum throbbed no longer, 

and the battle-flags were furled 

In the Parliament of Man, the Fed- 

eration of the world. 

There the common sense of most shall 

hold a fretful realm in awe, 

And the kindly earth. shall slumber, 

lapt in universal. law.” 


Parents of America, most of us are old 
enough to remember the lamb lying down 
among the lions at Versailles, our world- 
savior Wilson returning with the shreds of 
Fourteen Points and his dreamy League 
of Nations to be rejected by a Congress 
and a people who wanted no more of 
policing Europe’s eternal squabbles and 
who, wrapping the security of two oceans 
about them, lay down to pleasant dreams. 
Today we have new leaders of humanity; 
a Churchill promising his people survival 
through Blood, Sweat and Tears; a Roose- 
velt backing the Four Freedoms Pact with 
all the unified might of this nation; a 
Stalin whose people regenerated in the fires 


of revolution are dying daily in the heroic ~ 
struggle to keep their better world s0 
lately won; a Chiang Kai Shek at last 
heading a united nation of China. Even 
stronger for world progress, the ordinary 
man in the street is becoming _inter- 
national-minded through the constant 
influence of radio, movies, air transporta- 
tion and the shrinking distances of our 
globe.

ASTROLOGY—FACT OR FAKE? 
by R. Allan Anderson 


During the last few decades, 
astrology has gained a prestige it has 
not had for many centuries. In one 
year citizens of America spent $125,- 
000,000 om astrologers and fortune- 
tellers. More than $25,000,000 was 
spent in New York alone, Evangeline 
Adams, who charged $50 for reading 
a horoscope, had a clientele of one 
hundred thousand. It is said that 
one astrologer in Chicago serves one 
hundred businessmen and _ charges 
each $1,000 a year for his prognosti- 
cations. Those who claim to interpret 
the present and foretell the future are 
always assured a following. 

Astrology and astronomy are not 
the same. Astronomy is a true science. 
It measures the universe, determining 
star formations and distances. Astrol- 
ogy, on the other hand, is pseudo 
science which claims to interpret the 
meaning of human affairs by the 
movements of the stars. Edward W. 
Maunder, for years astronomer royal 
of Greenwich Observatory, declares 
that astronomy has suffered a deadly 
blight when “men were not content to 
observe the heavenly bodies for what 
they were,” but instead “endeavored 
to make them the sources of divina- 
tion. The great school of Alexandria 
(founded about 300 8. c.), the head- 
quarters of astronomy, became in- 
vaded by the spirit of astrology, the 
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bastard science which has always tried 
—parasitelike—to suck its life from 
astronomy. Thus from the days of 
Claudius Ptolemy to the end of the 
Middle Ages the growth of astronomy 
was arrested, and it bore but little 
fruit.’—The Astronomy of the Bible. 

Astrology is not new. From the 
earliest ages certain men have asso- 
ciated earthly events with the move- 
ments of the stars. Instead of looking 
to God for guidance, they have been 
seeking salvation in their own way. 
Anciently an astrologer was called “an 
observer of times.” God condemned 
this whole system. “There shall not 
be found among you, anyone 
that useth divination, or an observer 
of times. . . . For all that do. these 
things are an abomination unto the 
Lord,” was the command of Jehovah 
to Israel. Deuteronomy 18:10-12. 

The ancient Phoenicians with their 
worship of Baal were given over to 
this cult. And when Jezebel, the sun- 
worshiping princess from Zidon, mar- 
ried Ahab, she promoted this heathen 
system in Israel. It was not long be- 
fore the whole nation was turned to 
idolatry, 

The prophet Elijah was called to 
denounce this apostasy. How mag- 
nificently he accomplished his task! 
No character in Scripture possesses a 
more striking personality. His min- 
istry inspired one of Israel’s greatest 
decisions. We read the story in 1 
Kings, chapters 16-19. Ahab had 
been a weak tool in thé hands of a 
crafty woman, at whose command 
were eight hundred fifty prophets and 
priests of Baal, the sun-god. The re- 
sult was tragic. The altars of Jehovah 
were thrown down and the fires of 
persecution were lighted. 

In the midst of this awful apostasy 
Elijah appeared. Bold, courageous, 
defiant, he was God’s man, First a 
man of prayer, he became a man of 
power. Nothing mattered if only he 
could lead his people back to God. 
And remember, that nation had wan- 
dered away from God because they 
had followed astrology and sun wor- 
ship. 


In humble garb the prophet arrives 
at the palace of King Ahab. Stepping 
past the sentries, he stands before 
Ahab. Then raising his hands in the 
name of the King of kings, he rebukes 
the idolatry of the court. “As the 
Lord God of Israel liveth, before 
whom I stand, there shall not be dew 
nor rain these years, but according to 
my word.” 1 Kings 17:1. Turning 
from the scene, he makes his way to 
the Brook Cherith. Having locked 
the heavens, he walks away with the 
key. 

Three and a half years pass, and 
now this man of God is again face to 
face with the apostate king. “Art 
thou he that troubleth Israel?” asks 
Ahab, Elijah troubling Israel! It is 
unthinkable. How tragically sin warps 
a man’s judgment! “I have not 
troubled Israel,” declares the prophet, 
“but thou, and thy father’s house, in 
that ye have forsaken the command- 
ments of the Lord.” His reply is 
deeply significant. Israel did not lack 
religion. Forms and ceremonies were 
linked with everything they did, But 
withal they had forsaken the path of 
obedience and had lost God out of 
their lives. A new sense of heavenly 
values must be awakened in their 
hearts, That weak and vacillating 
king was but a type of the whole 
nation, 

Bring all Israel to Carmel, com- 
manded the messenger of God. 
Couriers are sent hurrying throughout 
the cities and villages. The nation is 
assembled. It is the awful hush before 
a mighty crisis. Listen as the prophet 
says: “How long halt ye between two 
opinions? if the Lord be God, follow 
Him: but if Baal, then follow him.” 
His challenge is heard by the trem- 
bling hosts. But “the people answered 
him not a word.” How pathetically 
human! They will not make them- 
selves martyrs for either Baal or Je- 
hovah, 

Elijah makes a proposition. It is 
accepted. A miracle must be per- 
formed before sunset, but that is no 
difficulty to the man who knows what 
it is to dwell in the secret place of the 
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Most High. God cannot fail a man 
who trusts Him utterly. If we are on 
God’s side, then if need be the very 
elements will obey us. The prophets 
of Baal prepare their sacrifice. All 
day long they cry to their sun-god. 
But in vain do they appeal. Their 
god is deaf. Frenzied they leap upon 
the altar while they gash their bodies 
in the degrading orgies of sun worship. 
Was there ever a more pathetic or 
disgusting demonstration? Israel can 
surely see the folly and sin of idolatry. 
Hour after hour it goes on. At last 
their strength is spent. Exhausted 
and defeated they fall. 

It is evening, and Elijah prepares 
his sacrifice. This is the supreme mo- 
ment of his miraculous ministry. A 
simple confident prayer calls the fire 
from heaven. In an instant the altar 
is ablaze while the people cry: “The 
Lord, He is the God; the Lord, He is 
the God.” Yes, here was God’s man 
for a great hour. And here was God's 
answer to the whole Baalish apostasy 
—to all who turn from truth to fables, 
who seek guidance from astrologers, 
mediums, and necromancers rather 
than from His inspired word. 

No leader was more honored than 
Elijah. Caught up to heaven without 
seeing death, he becomes a type of 
those who, living at the time of our 
Saviour’s second coming, are caught 
up to meet the Lord in the air. The 
whole experience of Elijah was typical, 
and, according to the prophecy, it 
meets its antitype just before the 
great and terrible day of the Lord. 
The Old Testament closes with this 
promise: “Behold, I will send you 
Elijah the prophet before the coming 
of the great and dreadful day of the 
Lord.” Malachi 4:5. We do not need 
to look into the future for the ful- 
fillment of this prophecy. As John the 
Baptist, the herald of the first advent 
of Christ, came “in the spirit and 
power of Elias; .. . to make ready a 
people prepared for the Lord” (Luke 
1:17), today a whole people has arisen 
to proclaim the second coming of 
Christ the Lord. 


A stamp a day-will pave the way 


“I saw another angel fly in the 
midst of heaven, having the everlast- 
ing gospel to preach unto them that 
dwell on the earth, . . . saying with a 
loud voice, Fear God, and give glory 
to Him; for the hour of His judgment 
is come: and worship Him that made 
heaven, and earth, and the sea, and 
the fountains of waters.” Revela- 
tion 14:6, 7. Here is God’s Elijah 
message for this hour, the “ever- 
lasting gospel” preached in the setting 
of the judgment. The greatest mis- 
sionary movement of all time is the 
answer to this wonderful prophecy. 

And with that proclamation comes 
the call to obedience: “How long halt 
ye between two opinions? if the Lord 
be God, follow Him” was the chal- 
lenge of Elijah to a vacillating people. 
Like Israel in Ahab’s day, Christianity 
is today in danger of compromising 
with the world. Therefore to His 
modern messengers God says: “Cry 
aloud, spare not, lift up thy voice like 
a trumpet, and show My people their 
transgression, and the house of Jacob 
their sins.” Isaiah 58:1. 

This generation needs to listen, not 
to the voice of astrologers, but to the 
voice of Jehovah. Today He is calling 
men away from sun worship and self- 
worship and every form of apostasy 
back to the worship of Him as Creator 
and Redeemer. 

Truly the world needs the Elijah 
message today. Only as men and 
women surrender their lives to Him 
and allow the Holy Spirit to transcribe 
His law on their hearts can they be 
prepared for “the great and dreadjul 
day of the Lord.” 

God has promised to save His 
people; but we must recognize that 
salvation consists not in escaping pun- 
ishment, but rather in escaping sin.

Instead of observing 
times, we should be observing His law. 
Astrology, which claims to interpret 
human behavior on the basis of stellar 
relationships, is only another way of 
leading men from a recognition of 
their responsibility to God, and thus 
leaving them unprepared for the com- 
ing of Christ. Of those who will be 
waiting for His appearing, the prophet 
John declared: “Here are they that 
keep the commandments of God, and 
the faith of Jesus.” Are you among 
them? 


ANSWER: This article was obviously 
written by a religious fundamentalist—a 
person of strict religious principles who 
accepts every word in the Bible literally 
and as a historical fact. It is not my place 
nor my intention to say he is wrong, but 
it must be admitted that the question as 
to whether the Bible should be interpreted 
literally or allegorically is still a point of 
controversy with much to be said on both 
sides. Specifically with reference to the 
article in question, it may be pointed out 
that the writer, in effect or by implica- 
tion, actually condemns not merely as- 
trology but any approach to human prob- 
lems other than that of blind faith in 
Divine Providence. One could easily sub- 
stitute the words psychology or psychiatry 
or even medicine for that of astrology and 
the argument advanced would be as perti- 
nent thereto as to astrology. 
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After all, what is Christian Science or 
Unity or any of the myriads of faith cults 
but an attempt to solve problems of 
psychological or physical health through 
the medium of prayer? Furthermore, it 
must be admitted that such methods do 
frequently succeed in a most miraculous 
manner. Nevertheless science continues to 
attempt the solution of such human prob- 
lems by the application of reason and with 
greater success because results so obtained 
are more consistent. A method based upon 
a scientific investigation of physical causes 
and effects may be depended upon to give 
consistently similar results in similar cases.

In the Many Things section of the 
July issue of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY, 
K. A. M. quotes from the book Father 
and Glorious Descendant by Pardee 
Lowe, and asks how Gemini could be 
rising before Taurus. It doesn’t, not 
even in California. 

The confusion in the mind of 
K. A. M. is due to not being aware 
that our Chinese friends divide the 
day into twelve two-hour periods. 
Each period is given the name of one 
of the zodiac symbols; but unlike the 
zodiac of signs, the periods are im- 
movable. 

The period or the hour ,of the rat 
(Aries) begins at 11:00 P.M. and 
ends at 1:00 A.M. the next day. The 
period of the ox (Taurus) from 1:00 
A.M. to 3:00 A.M, The tiger (Gemini) 
begins at 3:00 A.M. as mentioned in 
the above book and ends at 5:00 A.M. 
Then the hare, dragon, serpent, horse, 
etc., follow in order, beginning on the 
odd hours. 

Pardee Lowe refers to the periods 
and not to the signs, as K. A. M. 
seems to think. 

I think it quite possible that his 
home contained a clock with the 
Chinese zodiac symbols on it. This 
would explain what he meant by say- 
ing; “The zodiac pointed to Gemini, 
it was the beginning of the twin-hour 
(two hour) period sacred to the tiger.”

A young farmer friend of mine was 
in trouble about some cattle and ducks 
‘that had been stolen from him. He 
had no idea who the thieves might be, 
so asked my advice. I drew up a 
progressed horoscope to his 31st year 
of life (he was 30 in April), and the 
horoscope, or rather the chart, re- 
vealed the signs of the thieves from 
which they were traced. I am enclos- 
ing a copy of the chart»for easy 
reference. 

The following is the way I got 
down to the facts: 

The Ascendant is in 16° 26’ Aquar- 
ius with Uranus at 11° 36’ in the 12th 
house and Jupiter at 20° 46’ in the 1st 
house, both within orb of a conjunc- 
tion with the Ascendant. 

Uranus in the 12th would indicate 
the secret enemies or hidden things; 
being in square to Mercury (the 
mind) in the 4th house (land and 
properties) would give the thieves the 
idea to plan the theft on the fagm. 
Once I got the thread of the robbery, 
| immediately “went after” the 
thieves. For this I referred to the .7th 
house. Note what this house tells us. 
We have Leo on the cusp and the sun, 
its ruler, is afflicted in the 4th U 
took this house to represent the farm 
in every instance) in Taurus—an 
earthy sign—I took the thief to be a 
thick-set man, rather short as repre~ 
sented by the sun in Taurus, and his 
profession was deducted from Leo on 
the cusp of the 7th house. As the sun 
is its ruler, the profession of this man 
should be one governed by the sun, 
such as planting and pruning of 
trees, and the sun being in the 4th, 
tilling of the earth, etc. 

The sun being accidentally in the 
4th house, this man would accidentally 
be working on the farm, and last but 
not least, he would probably be 
dressed in colors as designated by the 
sun, i.e. yellow or light brown. 

After making these deductions and 
assuming they were correct, inasmuch 
as I did not have the slightest idea 
what the farm was like or anything at 
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all about it, I suspected that this man 
would be working in combination with 
“inside information” for, if he was 
accidentally on the farm, he would 
need the help of one well up to the 
habits, customs and general movement 
of the farm. The farmer himself had 
no suspicion whatsoever about who the 
thieves might be and much less did he 
suspect anybody on the farm itself, 
Nevertheless, I went to the 6th house 
as representing servants and inferiors. 
Note Mars and Neptune therein, but 
Mars being in Leo I immediately 
linked it up with the sun. Therefore, 
these two men were in combination, 
and Mars was worth analyzing. As 
the boss did not suspect anyone on his 
farm, I took the Scorpio side of Mars 
as representing the accomplice. I told 
the farmer he must have a dark, tall 
man on his farm as a servant or em- 
ployee, that this man would be quiet 
and taciturn, very deep, and this being 
the case it would be easy for him to 
conceal his guilt. Being represented 
by Mars it was probable he would 
handle sharp tools. 

Once I had traced these two men, 
I started “hunting” for the animals 
that had been stolen. I took Virgo 
and the 6th house to represent the 
animals. Virgo is on the cusp of the 
8th with the South Node therein, in 
inconjunct aspect to Uranus. I took 
this to indicate that some of the ani- 
mals were dead (8th house), as it

would be easier to dispose of them if 
they were killed. However, the trine 
from Uranus to Venus, lady of the 4th, 
would give a ray of hope that some of 
the animals would be recovered. This 
assumption is strengthened by the trine 
from Saturn to the ascendant, which 
would indicate the happier jrame of 
mind this native would find himself 
in, once the whole scheme had been 
discovered and the guilty brought to 
justice. 

As things turned out, there were 
two men on the farm who answered 
exactly to these descriptions, even the 
colors described for one of them. 1| 
was later informed that the man rep- 
resented by the sun in Taurus was 
taken on as extra help during a busy 
time on the farm, and he was to take 
care of the planting and the turning 
of the earth. While working on the 
jarm he always wore a yellow cardi- 
gan and light brown trousers. As to 
the man represented by the Scorpio 
side of Mars, he had been living on 
the farm for years and had the care 
and minding of the cows. He always 
carried a knife in his belt which he 
used at the slightest provocation or 
for any excuse. These men confessed 
their guilt to the police. 


The animals have not been recov- 
ered as yet, but as mentioned it is not 
improbable that the cows have been 
disposed of, thus bringing the 8th 
house to the fore, but the farmer has 
had word that some very fine ducks 
are selling in a nearby town at ridicu- 
lously low prices, and he has every 
reason to believe that these are his 
ducks inasmuch as they answer to the 
description. He is, at the present 
time, trying to trace them, 


The foregoing is a method as de- 
scribed by Alan Leo for Horary 
Astrology, but 1 applied it to a pro- 
gressed chart, and it worked out ad- 
mirably. 


Incidentally, there was not the 
slightest suspicion cast on these men 
until they were brought out in their 
true colors as described by astrology,

inasmuch as the astrologer neither 
knew the farm nor any of the men 
working on it.

COMMENT: This is a remarkable 
demonstration of skill and accuracy in in- 
terpretation, and the application of a 
progressed chart to the solution of a horary 
problem is certainly a novel idea. 

So far as we know there is no good 
reason why a progressed chart should not 
provide the answer to a horary question, 
yet such a method is open to criticism, 
theoretically at least. An opponent might 
pose a hypothetical question, e.g., in this 
particular case after the problem was 
solved in the. manner detailed above and 
the guilty parties so revealed had been 
presumably removed from all contact with 
the farm and its owner and therefore were 
no longer logical suspects, suppese the 
farmer was immediately thereafter again 
victimized in a similar manner. What 
answer could the astrologer then derive 
from the (same) progressed chart? Of 
course, as previously stated, this is a purely 
hypothetical question. One could contend 
that such a recurrence would be highly 
improbable—lightning does not strike twice 
in the same place—yet it must be ad- 
mitted that improbability does not imply 
impossibility and there is nothing we know 
of that could actually prevent such a re- 
currence. This is therefore a contingency 
that must be provided for in the rationale 
of our astrological technique. 

One great advantage to be derived from 
this method is that the application of a 
progressed chart to a problem of this na- 
ture provides an opportunity for a prac- 
tical interpretation and demonstration of 
the progressed chart. As a result of such an 
experience the principal in the case may 
consider that he has had a practical demon- 
stration of at least some of the poten- 
tialities of his progress chart, and to that 
extent guard against a duplication of like 
factors in this environment. An extension 
of this method of interpretation to the solu- 
tion of hypothetical problems sourced in 
other departments of life might cenceiv- 
ably set a pattern for a new and practical 
method for the interpretation of a pro- 
gressed chart or even, for that matter, of 
the natal chart,

ANSWER: Of course, the apparent 
Kabbalistic significance of these numbers 
is a fallacy. It is obvious that with refer- 
ence to any person, the year of birth plus 
the age this year must always total to the 
present year; likewise the year of taking 
office, or of any important event in that 
person’s life, plus the number of years that 
have elapsed since the event, must also, 
in every case, total to the present year. 
Add those four factors together and you 
will invariably arrive at a figure which is 
twice the present year. Try it on your 
own year or birth, age, etc. 

This arithmetical pun was first: brought 
to our attention about three years ago when 
it was published in a French Magazine and, 
using the same names, purported to show 
that 1941 was the significant year (see our 
January 1942 issue, page 18). 

What the numerological significance of 
the year 1944 may be is another matter. 
Perhaps you have something there. Who 
knows? Although it may be pointed out 
that by your method of calculation any 
year in this twentieth century must give 9 
as the first figure, which, if his theory is 
correct, would give September (the 9th 
month) as the most significant month in 
any year from 1900 to 1999 inclusive. This 
is something which it should not be diffi- 
cult to establish on the basis of historical 
fact—if it is true. Frankly, we think this 
also comes under the heading of mathe- 
matical recreation.

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HITLER 
Dear Mr. Clancy: 

The revolt of the high army chief- 
tains and the attempt on Hitler’s life 
on July 20th, the day of the solar 
eclipse, must have sent other astrol- 
ogers back to their Hitler files as it did 
me. The German structure, doomed 
‘to collapse with or without the help 
of division within, nevertheless IS 
cracking up; the fissure once made, 
will widen with every defeat. Hitler 
and Nazidom are in eclipse, no matter 
what extreme measures may be taken 
to do alittle patchwork with plain and 
fancy Gestapo glue. 

A development so sharp as this sug- 
gests that the transiting eclipse in 
27° 22’ of Cancer must have hit on a 
most vulnerable point in the Hitler 
chart ; its square to his natal Mercury 
is not enough. The M.C. point in the 
chart generally used, 4° 12’ of Leo, 
is close enough to indicate the possi- 
bility that the eclipse degree itself is 
on the M.C.—a rectification which you 
sponsored way back in June, 1940, 
working backward from the opening 
events in the Second World War. In 
that article you arrived at 27° 55’ of 
Cancer at the M.C. and 22° Ol’ of 
Libra rising, an ascendant more ac- 
ceptable because it brings Uranus 
closer to the horizon angle. This rec- 
tified chart is reproduced in your 
June 1940 issue, together with the 
method used in arriving at it. We 
respectfully recommend it to all other 
astrologers for further research .and 
study.

For the past 12 years I have been 
delving into the mysteries of astrology 
and find it very interesting. There 
certainly is plenty of evidence to sup- 
port the claims that astrology makes, 
but there also seems to be something 
missing. In my meanderings, it seems 
to me that I have stumbled on a 


theory that might have some signifi- 
cance. It deals with the other two 
Moons, Lilith and Lulu. I am a 
musician, and consequently most of 
the charts that I have examined have 
been of musicians and show people, 
and Neptune and Lilith seem to play 
an important part iu the lives of these 
people. 

The theory that I have stumbled on 
is that the Moon Luna is well estab- 
lished as being connected to the men- 
tal processes, then it is reasonable to 
suppose that Lilith and Lulu should 
also affect the mental processes. Now, 
it is fairly well accepted by psycholo- 
gists that we have three sections to 
the mind, the conscious, sub-conscious, 
and super-conscious or cosmic mind. 
To me it is reasonable to suppose that 
these three moons, Luna, Lilith, and 
Lulu, all being moons and satellites of 
the earth, should all be related to th 
mind and mental processes to coincide 
with the three mental processes recog- 
nized by psychology. 

I have found that Lilith seems to be 
definitely related to the sub-conscious 
mind, as people who have very little 
control over their emotions have a 
poorly placed Lilith. I have been 
using the condensed ephemeris of 
Lilith, given in the November 1941 
issue of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY. 

I also believe it is possible that Lulu 
might have some connection to the 
family tree. I would like to know if it 
is possible to get any information on 
Lulu, I mean regarding its position 
and movements. 


There is something else that 
matches up with Lilith, and that is in 
the progressed chart. Lilith 
through one sign of the zodiac every 
ten years coinciding with different 
phases of the life, and at the age of 
“three score years and ten’ arrives 
at the cusp of the 8th house. It is 
quite possible that Lulu would have 
something to do'with the cusp of the 
fourth house in a progressed chart 
according to what I have been able 
to gather about its movements so far. 

I would like to know if you have 
had any dope on this angle before, 
and what you think of it. I suppose

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the biggest difficulty in this matter is 
the lack of information on both of 
other moons, Lilith and Lulu. 

As the mind and mental processes 
are so important to human beings, if

LOCALITY 
Chicago, Ill. 


I have for some time been inter- 
ested in that branch of astrology by 
which we determine favorable loca- 
tions for permanent residence, busi- 
ness undertakings, etc., but can’t seem 
to obtain much information on this 
subject. I understand that cities (and 
countries) are ruled by different zodi- 
acal signs, and residence may be 
chosen according to compatibility of 
certain elements in the radix with such 
signs. The lists of cities and countries 
said to be ruled by the various signs 
are necessarily incomplete, and seem 
for the most part to be of ancient 
origin, Can you explain the theory 
and calculation of such rulerships; 
also how to determine favorable loca- 
tion thereby? Is favorable location 
determined mainly in this way, or bv 
setting up a chart for the time of birth 
but using a location which will posit 
the natal planets more favorably with 
regard to the angles?

ANSWER: It is not known by what 
method the ancients arrived at their sign 
rulerships for various localities. In recent 
years certain astrologers, notably Paul 
Council and Jhondro, have devoted much 
time to the development of a science of 
geographic astrology whereby each de- 
gree of geographic longitude comes pro- 
gressively under each degree of the zodiac, 
and the surface of the earth is partitioned 
in the equatorial plane into various zodiacal 
areas and under the rulership of the 
various zodiacal signs. 

Since the relationship between the 
zodiacal degrees and the geographic de- 
grees of longitude is not a fixed relation- 


—— 


ship, but is momentarily changing due to 3 


the rotation of the earth, the proponents 
of geographic astrology found it necessary 
to establish a relatively fixed (symbolic) 
relationship and this was done by accept- 
ing the location and time of construction 
of the Great Pyramid (of Gizeh) as the 
starting point in time and space. The 
signs are then considered as moving slowly 
around the earth (from east to west) in 
accordance with the precession of the 
equinoxes, i.e., at the rate of 50 seconds 
of longitude per year. Astrologers have 
little difficulty in finding a striking paral- 
lel between this slow processional move- 
ment of the signs over the surface of the 
earth and the equally slow but consistent 
march of civilization down through the 
ages, likewise from east to west. 

Another method for arriving at the 
rulerships of various localities, cities, etc., 
is by the calculation of a horoscope for the 
time when a given locality was first settled 
or began is development as a social unit or 
organized community under its present in- 
habitants or regime. The principal diffi- 
culty here is that the historical data avail: 
able are so frequently sketchy and incom 
plete, especially in regard to dates. 

Finally, the theory has been advanced 
that much of value may be learned about 
the probable results of a move to a given 
locality by the calculation of the natal 
(and progressed) chart for the local mean 
time of birth in that locality. For instance, 
if a person were born at 5:00 a.m. in 
Philadelphia, and later in life moved to 
London, England, a new birth chart would 
be calculated for 10:00 a.m. in the latitude 
of London. Since one degree of geographic 
longitude approximately equals one de- 
gree of zodiacal longitude, one may roughly 
approximate the effect of a given locality 
(east or west of the place of birth) by 
moving the natal MC east or west one de- 
gree for each degree of geographic longi- 
tude that the new locality may be east 
or west of the meridian of birth. The 
ascendant and other house cusps of this 
new chart would of course be determined 
by reference to a table of houses for the 
latitude of the new locality. 

Some curious results may be obtained 
by this last method—results which suggest 
that such a method might offer much prac- 
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tical assistance in the difficult problem of 

' adequate adjustment to environment. For 
jnstance, suppose a certain individual born 
and reared in, let us say, Detroit, Michi- 
gan, were to find that an afflicted (natal) 
Mars is coming (within two or three years) 
to his progressed ascendant, but in his 
progressed chart for this year, calculated 
for the longitude and latitude of Miami, 
Florida, he finds that his natal Mars has 
already passed his progressed ascendant, 
then by immediately moving his residence 
and business to Miami and staying there 
at least a couple of years, he could, theo- 
retically at least, move right out from 
under that threatening Mars and avoid the 
contact altogether. ,

My published forecasts are reasonably 
clear, and should be easily understood, 
and particularly my répeated admonition 
that it is impossible to beat the stock 
market by getting on one side of it and 
waiting for the long swing to come up, I 
here say impossible, yet in reality I might 
better have said impractical. It really can 
be done, but it is absolutely impractical 
for the average market trader. 

But to change the subject slightly, let 
me call attention to the following: The 
General Electric Review, a popular scien- 
tific magazine which usually takes some 
pains to exclude fiction from its columns, 
early in the year 1943 published certain 
statistical matters which tend strongly to 
indicate that the Dow Jones Averages, 
since the beginning of the present century, 
show, when diagrammed, a fairly well de- 
fined cycle of 40.8 months, or rather a 
cycle of forty months and an appreciable 
fraction. The diagram, when projected on 
into the year 1948 would seem to reach 
a minimum soon after the middle of 1944. 

Of course our astrologers readily per- 
ceive that this so-called cycle of around 
40 months is really the third harmonic of 


the famous and well known ten-year cycle 
of the stock market. That is, it is the 
cycle caused by the heliocentric distance 
between the two great planets Jupiter and 
Saturn, which come to conjunction and 
then to opposition just about every ten 
years, or say about every 119 months. 

This is common knowledge. These facts 
have been known and repeatedly published 
in many financial publications, though on 
account of a very singular prejudice 
against astrology some of the so-called 
scientific magazines ingeniously suppress 
all reference to the planets, though some 
of them timidly mention a cycle of 18 
years and a fraction, yet studiously refrain 
from pointing out that this is the famous 
Chaldean cycle of the Moon. 

I mention this to indicate that I am not 
the only stock market forecaster writing 
for the popular magazines. Also, I am not 
the only one who has asserted that statis- 
tics show a price decline starting in the 
latter part of the year 1944. I, as well as 
the other scientists, go by the statistical 
indications, and these certainly show a 
probable price decline starting late in 1944, 
but I use the strict planetary system and 
make no attempt to veil that point. 

One scientific writer (presumably one of 
the great mathematicians of the Sche- 
nectady industrial works) in a popular 
scientific publication, carefully, if not 
timidly remarks, “During 1944 and 1945, 
no new vice-presidencies should be cre- 
ated.” He means to say that in 1944 and 
1945 his diagram shows a marked depres- 
sion and that new industrial “vice-presi- 
dencies,” as he puts it, should not be 
created in industrial organizations. 

I have examined this mathematician’s 
forecast curve and find that it is fairly 
close to the planetary values, though it 
seems he has given undue weight to his 
favorite cycle of the Chaldean. Saros. 

Believe me, I am not alone in predicting 
a depression to follow this war. Others 
think they, too, see it coming. Those who 
see something else must be using a differ- 
ent system to that used by the statisticians 
and astrologers. At any rate, I again re- 
peat my well known remark that it is 
impractical to trade always on one side 
of the stock market. If you can’t get them 
coming and going, then you can’t get them 
at all. Now a forecast has but one func- 
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tion, that is, to indicate when they are 
likely to come or to go. I would never 
trade on the long swing. It is much more 
profitable and convenient to trade on the 
weekly turns than to sit down and stick 
to one side of the market. Furthermore, 
there is some reason to believe that more 
money can be made on the hour-by-hour 
turns than any other way, especially if 
the weekly movements are also used.

PARALLEL 


Harvey, Iil. 
Please read page 43 of the June 
American Astrology and tell me when 
a parallel is a parallel. Is J. A. Wat- 
kins the only one who really knows a 
parallel when he sees it? What can 
you say of the parallels listed in your 
astrology magazine? Is the Raphael’s 
Ephemeris “lousy” with mistakes? 
A. W. K. 
ANSWER: This question of parallels 
and their definition is another point upon 
which astrologers are, or have been, in 
disagreement. Alan Leo defines a parallel 
as follows: 


PARALLELS: In the zodiac, these 
are equal distances from the equator, 
or having the same declination; 
whether one is North and the other 
South, or both North or both South, 
makes no difference. 

On the other hand we have Sepharial’s 
definition, to wit: 

PARALLELS: These may be either 
in the zodiac, as when two bodies have 
the same parallel of declination; or in 
mundo, as when two bodies at the 
same distance from opposite sides of 
one of the four angles of the horo- 
scope. The only zodiacal parallel that 
should be recognized is that existing 
between two bodies having the same 
declination of the same denomination, 
ie., both North or both South. The 
planets then traverse the same arc and 
act as if in conjunction. 


Thus it may be seen that whereas Leo 
made no distinction between parallels of 
the same name, Sepharial made it clear 
that only parallels of the same name, i.e., 
both planets north or both south, must be 
considered. 


We incline to agree with Sepharial in 
this. It does not seem in any way logical 
to consider a planet 10° north of the 
equator as being parallel to a planet 
situated 10° south of the equator. At least 
there should be some differentiation be- 
tween this relationship and that existing 
when both planets are situated 10° north 
or south. We have often considered the 
possibility that such differentiation might 
be similar to that existing between the 
conjunction and opposition aspects, e.g., 
planets in parallel in declination of the 
same name being considered in parallel 
conjunction whereas those on opposite 
sides of the equator would be considered 
in parallel opposition.

Notes on Tobey’s Article 


TIME 
The Missing Factor in the Calculus 
of Probabilities 

1. He says that he has found that un- 
usual runs appear to come in groups. 

2: Says it has been his experience that 
he encounters these groups of runs only 
at times when planets are in aspect to the 
position of Saturn and Uranus at the time 
of his own birth. 

What does he mean by this sentence? 
What planets is he talking about? 

P. 9—“Infinity is another mathematical 
point.” This is not so. In mathematics 
people speak of “Limits as tends to in- 
finity.” They do not think of infinity as a 
point, 

P. 10—“Without a Time factor proba- 
bility is unable to deal with the individual. 
It can only deal with the group . . . large 
groups.” 

It seems to me that a person does better 
to face the facts on the matters mentioned 
in this article. The theory of probabilities 
does not furnish us with information about 
the individual and in the nature of things 
it can only deal with the group. 
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If a life insurance company — has 
1,000,000 insured, it can estimate the 
number who will die during the coming 
year with the help of the theory of proba- 
bilities and past experience. However, it 
cannot foresee just which individual policy 
holders will die. It is true that expert 
doctors can sometimes foresee that a par- 
ticular individual will probably die within 
a year, but there are many deaths from 
accidents and other causes which were not 
foreseen by anyone. 

Does it not seem better to restrict one’s 
studies to those things which one can deal 
with, and to leave some matters which are 
beyond human control to God? 

The thought that the planets have some 
effect on the runs of odd numbers and of 
even numbers that a person finds in a 
study seems to me to be fantastic. 

Let us suppose, for example, that the 
numbers being looked at are a set of termi- 
nal reserve rates per $1,000 face amount 
of life insurance. We know that the reserve 
rates were calculated by means of definite 
formulas and are on the basis of a given 
mortality table and interest rate. The runs 
of odd numbers and even numbers in the 
final digit of these rates will be the same 
each day in the year and will be found to 
be the same by anyone who takes the 
trouble to investigate them. To my way 
of thinking, this proves that the planets 
have nothing to do with the runs of odd 
and even numbers in the reserve rates. 

The thought occurs to me that the writer 
of this article has been busying himself 
with problems which in the nature of things 
we cannot solve. On the other hand there 
are many problems which give much more 
promise of solution. Would he not be well 
advised to expend his energy on some such 
problems? As an example, one might 
mention the problem of what should be 
done by our country to try and prevent 
future wars. It seems that every citizen 
should think the matter over and see how 
he can contribute to bringing about such 
a desirable result. 


Dear Mr. Bowerman: 

Thank you for the copy of your as- 
sociate’s criticism of my TIME article, 
which I am happy to receive, and 
which I read with a great deal of in- 
terest. 


The writer of this comment thinks 
that I have erred when I refer to in- 
finity as a mathematical point, and he 
adds, “In mathematics . . . they do 
not think of infinity as a point.” 

May I correct him in this state- 
ment and call to his attention that in 
mathematics, infinity has definitely 
been defined as a point. As an ex- 
ample, it has been defined as the 
POINT where two parallel lines meet. 

I will not enter the discussion as to 
whether two parallel lines meet at in- 
finity, but I will refer him to The 
Mathematics Dictionary by Glenn 
James, Associate Professor of Mathe- 
matics at the University of California, 
and Robert C. James, Teaching Fel- 
low at California Institute of Tech- 
nology. Under INFINITY, ke will 
find the following: 

“Two parallel lines are said to in- 
tersect at infinity, in order to permit 
the use, without exceptions, of such 
statements as two lines always de- 
termine a POINT.” 

It would appear that your associate 
is confused by my reference to plane- 
tary relationships, and it may be that 
he did not understand that I was dis- 
cussing the relationship of planets at 
one specific moment of time to the 
position of planets at another specific 
moment of time. In such a considera- 
tion, it becomes possible for a planet 
to hold a certain specific relationship 
to itself. 

There is an inconsistency in this 
comment. Your associate makes two 
statements which are in conflict. First, 
he states that a person does better to 
face the facts on the matters men- 
tioned in the article, but immediately 
follows by stating that we should 
leave such matters to God because 
they are beyond human control. 

He overlooks the fact that “per- 
sonal experience” is involved in the 
discussion. He overlooks the fact that 
no one has chosen to investigate runs 
in life insurance tables, and if two 
different people so choose at different 
times, four points in time must be 
considered: 1—Moment of birth of 
the first person. 2—Moment of “dis-

covery” by first person. 3—Moment 
of birth of second person. 4—Mo- 
ment of “discovery” by second per- 
son. 

Further, if the second person was 
aware of the action and findings of 
the first. person, his personal experi- 
ence would not constitute “discovery.” 
You only discover a thing once. After 
that, it doesn’t constitute discovery. 

When he refers to the “nature of 
things” as an obstacle to investiga- 
tion, he is assuming that we know the 
“nature of things.” Life and the unt- 
verse are not as simple as all that. 
Man has convinced himself that he 
knows the “nature of things” in the 
universe only by ignoring the factors 
which do not accord with the con- 
clusions he wishes to make. 

Your associate appears to be ration- 
alizing when he attempts to dismiss 
my views on the grounds that they are 
fantastic. I think of another man who 
did likewise. In July, 1908, Professor 
William H. Pickering wrote as fol- 
lows, from Harvard College Observa- 
torv: 

“The popular mind often pictures 
gigantic flying machines speeding 
across the Atlantic. ... It appears safe 
to say that such ideas must be wholly 
visionary, and even if a machine could 
get across with one or two passengers, 
the expense would be prohibitive... . 
Another popular error is to expect 
enormous speed to be obtained. It 
must be remembered that the resist- 
ance of the air increases as the square 
of the speed, and the work as the 
cube... . It is clear that with our 
present devices, there is no hope of 
competing for racing speed with 
either our locomotives or our automo- 
biles. . . . Another popular fallacy is 
to suppose that the flying machine 
could be used to drop dynamite upon 
the enemy in time of war. Dynamite 
cannot be applied in that manner. . . .” 

The above quotation is taken from 
the July 1908 issue of The American 
Magazine of Aeronautics. A photo- 

static copy of the article can be found 
on page 22 of the April 1942 issue of 
AMERICAN AsTROLOGY Magazine. 
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I think that the foregoing example 
illustrates the kind of a result that is 
obtained when people attempt to sub- 
stitute rationalization for actual scien- 
tific experiments. Your associate is en- 
deavoring to counter my experiments 
with rationalization, which involves a 
realm where any desired conclusion 
car. be reached. The troublesome fact 
is overcome by excluding and denying 
it. 

Your associate desires a method 
that will stop wars. I suggest that he 
dig into and investigate the cosmic 
origin of war. A little investigation 
will show that from the turn of the 
century, certain astrologers predicted 
that the greatest of all wars would 
come after 1942, due to the unusual 
lineup of planets that would take 
place ... but all of these things were 
of the nature that smug _ scientists 
chose to ignore. 

The same smugness has been evi- 
dent where investigators into the pos- 
sible connection between economic 
cycles and planetary movement have 
been concerned. But, while such 
smugness defeated many attempted 
investigations, a Boston firm spent 
$300,000 on research to find out_the 
truth. Today, banks and large indus- 
trial organizations pay the firm their 
fee of $2000 a year for a copy of their 
graphs showing the future course of 
the Dow Jones averages. No personal 
equation is involved in the prepara- 
tion of the graphs. They are based 
upon cyclic data worked out on spe- 
cially designed machines that were 
built by International Business Ma- 
chines and the Burroughs Company. 

With regard to the comment about 
“accidents,” one. of the largest acci- 
dent insurance companies has recently 
had their compensation insurance ac- 
cident report blanks reprinted. Two 

changes have been made. Where they 
heretofore requested the date of the 
accident, they request the exact time 
of the accident. Where they hereto- 
fore requested the age of the injured 
party, they now want the exact day, 
month and year of his birth. I do not 
know what caused them to make this 
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change, but I suspect research is in- 
volved, and I also suspect that what- 
ever they find out, they'll keep to 
themselves.

In regard to the inquiry of Mrs. 
H. C. P. in the July department of 
Many Things and your reply, I would 
like to remark that Isabelle Pagan— 
on page 22 in From Pioneer to Poet— 
suggests that the earth is the true 
ruler of Taurus, and on page 208 she 
has a list of signs and ruling planets, 
giving the rulership of Taurus to the 
earth under the name of Vesta, with a 
symbol showing the cross rising per- 
pendicularly from the circle. And she 
has more to say on the subject on page 
306 under the title A Suggestion. 

Yet would not such rulership de- 
pend on whether the signs of the 
zodiac are viewed as belonging solely 
to the earth, for and of it alone, or as 
deriving more particularly from the 
Sun or the entire solar system? In the 
latter case and if other planets rule the 
various divisions of the band, then the 
earth as a planet cannot logically be 
denied a part rutership too. But if, 
as seems more probable, the signs 
correspond to the magnetic field that 
scientists speak of as surrounding the 
earth, or are as Alan Leo puts it, the 
earth’s aura, then the earth herself 
would hardly rule only one of them 
any more than a human being would 
rule only one part of his or her mag- 
netic field or aura. Would any of us 
“rule” only that part of such a mag- 
netic field as surrounds our head or 
feet, for instance? 

It seems probable that our zodiac 
is an emanation from, and therefore 
created by the earth, which must then, 
in reality, rule the whole. Or if, as 
Dane Rudhyar suggests, our zodiac is 
a placenta within which the earth is 
growing and developing, that again I 
would think, would preclude any 
rulership of a particular zone.

SABIAN SYMBOLS 


Los Angeles, Calif. 

I have been thinking for some time 
about the possibility of a series of 
studies dealing with the Sabian Sym- 
bols, as I have found these symbols of 
the zodiacal degrees, in the main, 
amazingly significant and accurate. 
Not ‘only have they proven of great 
practical value, but I am very much 
interested in the general structure of 
the sequence of meanings and images 
they display. Here is a whole of mean- 
ings with definite structural character- 
istics, and as such this series of sym- 
bols is quite a remarkable phenomenon 
in Western thinking—one which could 
be compared, for instance, with some 
ancient Chinese equivalent. I under- 
stand that the Yi Kiag translation by 
Wilhelm (translated by Baynes, with 
a commentary by C. G. Jung) will be 
at last published very soon in New 
York. And therefore a study of these 
Sabian Symbols would seem particu- 

_ larly well-timed this year. 

I would not discuss every symbol, 
or follow them in their sequence, but 
I would rather study the general struc- 
ture of the series as a whole—starting 
with the symbols for the equinox de- 
grees, establishing relationships be- 
tween the symbols, etc. I have men- 
tioned the idea to Marc Jones and his 
reaction to my project was very favor- 
able. I feel that it is the kind of study 
which definitely belongs to AMERICAN 
AsTROLOGY as it represents a really 
new departure and you have been the 
great pioneer in all these new fields. 
Thus I am asking you whether you 
would like me to go ahead and pre- 
pare the-first installment of such a 
series of studies—to start preferably 
with the October issue (Fall Equi- 
nox).

COMMENT: This new series on the 
Sabian Symbols will commence in our next 
(October) issue of American Astrology 
Magazine. The Sabian Symbols were com- 
piled and interpreted by Marc Edmund 
Jones and published by him under the title 
Symbolical Astrology. Mr. Jones furnishes 
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Two factors were responsible for 
my making this suggestion. The first 
of these was the fact that during in- 


the following information on the origin of 
the Sabian Symbols, the details of which 
have never before been released. 


During many years in experiment- 
ing with horoscopic interpretation, I 
had found that the symbolical de- 
grees worked out by John Thomas, 
the Welsh seer, and published under 
his pen name of Charubel, were re- 
markably suggestive as far as their 
ideas were concerned, but that they 
suffered from the fact that they had 
been moralized ; in other words, some 
were put down as bad, some as good, 
and so on. On the assumption that 
good and bad are relative terms and 
assuming that the meaning of each 
degree has as much a constructive as 
a destructive function, I had found 
that these degrees were exceedingly 
valuable. My first idea was to obtain 
permission to re-interpret them, de- 
scribing them in such a fashion that 
both good and bad points could be 
brought out. 

At this time, I had a student who 
was a rather highly gifted psychic, 
making her living as a professional 
medium. She was greatly distressed by 
the idea that so much spiritualistic 
work was dishonest and cheap, and 
had wanted for a long time to do some- 
thing of enduring worth. She is de- 
ceased, and for the record, her name 
was Miss Elsie Wheeler, of San Diego, 
California, a woman of rather brilliant 
mind and very interesting to me be- 
cause she was hopelessly crippled with 
arthritis, living in a wheel chair, and 
remarkable for her indomitable de- 
termination to make her own way and 
be dependent upon no one. When I 
first met her she accomplished this 
purpose by dressing dolls of a rather 
unusual sort and I perhaps am some- 
what responsible for encouraging her 
in facing the world professionally as a 
medium, which was her deepest desire, 
and at which she was very successful 
up tothe time of her death. I asked 
her if she would be interested in par- 
ticipating in an attempt at gaining 
360 fresh symbols for the degrees on 
the pattern of the work of John 
Thomas. 


vestigation quite a number of years 
before in New York, I had experi- 
mented with the idea of a Series of 
52 symbols for the playing cards, in 
the construction of a special form of 
the tarot which I then used and still 
use as a psychological training device 
for students under occult discipline. 
A New York woman of high psychic 
gifts had insisted upon attempting this 
and so I had tried it with rather strik- 
ing results. For the record, this 
woman, who never did any profes- 
sional psychic work, was Miss Zoé 
Wells, who passed on quite a number 
of years ago. At the time of working 
with Miss Wells, she made reference to 
a certifying symbol which she saw at 
the beginning and end of the project. 1 
paid no attention to this at the time 
and do not know its nature. I was not 
interested in what gave her assurance 
as to the worth of what she was doing 
because to me, the test was how well 
the symbols worked, and I didn’t ex- 
pect them to work very well, although 
they proved quite remarkable, 

The second factor in these symbols 
is something which carries out the 
boundary of knowing to thresholds 
where any assurance of truth is im- 
possible and the investigation is be- 
yond any kind ‘of control as yet 
evolved by science. Many of the basic 
factors leading to the work I had done 
in the clarification of Astrology were 
gained by me out at and beyond this 
threshold, but I have only given 
serious attention to the results based 
upon such a foundation which have 
proved themselves in practise. I have 
never given out or passed on any of 
these suggestive things of themselves, 
but have checked carefully and shared 
the results when the results proved 
their value by the fact that they work. 
If the symbolical degrees were pos- 
sible, they would have to rely for their 
origin upon these same materials. I 
decided that what had been done in 
a smaller way with Miss Wells might 
be done in a larger way with Miss 
Wheeler. I gave myself the task of 
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watching or checking these factors of 
suggestiveness, using Miss Wheeler’s 
mind for the visualization of an ac- 
ceptable picture. 1 have no way of 
knowing the truth of the matter, but 
1 am inclined to believe that I have 
been tapping in on a mine of old 
Sumerian culture or establishing some 
sort of psychological rapport with that 
forgotten civilization which first per- 
fected Astrology. What I was trying 
to do was to recreate the same basic 
matrix used by John Thomas. 

I knew from a considerable amount 
of research work done in Spiritualism, 
almost as much as I have done in 
Astrology, that certain physical fac- 
tors were necessary. I took Miss 
Wheeler out in my car, arranging to 
keep her alone with me all day. We 
worked in four sections, doing a 
quarter of the degrees each time. We 
parked the car at a place in Balboa 
Park, San Diego, where we were clois- 
tered as far as any chance of being 
spoken to or interrupted was con- 
cerned and at the same time were 
within a stone’s throw of a very busy 
intersection of city streets and life. I 
used a series of blank cards of a size 
permitting them to be shuffled con- 
stantly, each of which was marked 
on the hack with a sign and degree, 
and with 360 to cover the zodiac. 
Neither Miss Wheeler nor myself ever 
knew what degree was dealt with when 
she described the pictures she saw 
which I wrote down hurriedly as I 
selected the picture. Al times, I would 
reject and sometimes she would cor- 
rect. The cards were shuffled constant- 
ly so that a law of random selection in 
statistics could work, and I gave con- 
tinual attention to checks of an occult 
sort. After an approximate quarter of 
the cards were done we rested, driving 
around the park and then returning 
to the location, where another quarter 
were done. Then I drove her well out 
of town to a place where we could 
have lunch with little chance of meet- 
ing anyone we knew. We finally re- 
turned for the last two quarters, which 
were done in the same fashion. 

With this much accomplished, I put 
the cards away in a trunk carefully, 


deciding that this was stepping too 
far afield from the kind of scientific 
work in which I was interested, and 
thinking that I would keep it in the 
realm of spiritualistic investigation. 
One day someone asked me if it were 
true that if the cards were lost it 
would be impossible to repeat the feat, 
granting it had any merit, and so I 
had the symbols that were roughly 
penciled on the cards copied in a typed 
Script, giving the carbons to several 
of my students who did considerable 
astrological work and asking them as 
a matter of interest to check the pic- 
tures and see how they worked. Their 
reports were on the enthusiastic side 
so that I was encouraged to take the 
next step in putting down the mathe- 
matical structure of the whole and is- 
sued them for the research group in 
mimeograph form along with the other 
astrological mimeograph series. 

The next step in the story was that 
Dane Rudhyar, with whom I shared 
all this mimeographed material at the 
time he was beginning his public astro- 
logical work in writing, became so in- 
terested in these symbols that he asked 
permission to incorporate them in an 
abridged form in his Tur AstROLOGY 
oF PersoNnaLity. He was really instru- 
mental in awakening a countrywide 
interest in these degrees. I am start- 
ing at the present time to prepare 
them for book publication and I am 
trying to find enough validated charts 
so that tf possible, an example can be 
given of every planet in every degree 
in the horoscopes of well-known 


, people. I figure that I have at least 


a two or three year task and I am 
afraid I may not be able to get enough 
charts to give the amount of illus- 
trated application I would like. I may 
issue a general appeal for help in get- 
ting charts for this purpose.

@ divorce of Astronomy from Astrol- 
, several centuries ago, around the time 
at Kepler’s great discoveries about the 
nature of planetary orbits, has not had a 
very beneficial effect on either of the sister 
Sciences. Astronomers have done an ex- 
ceptionally fine job in probing into the 
motions and radiations of bodies in Space, 
but for the most part their findings as they 
see them have little direct application to 
human life. The astrologers who believe 
that bodies in space have direct effects 
upon life on earth have, on the other hand, 
been for the most part very unscientific 
in their methods. The result is that Astrol- 
ogy is still full of much that is arbitrary 
fiction, much that may be true but that is 
really not proven. Neither of the two 
groups can afford to be as contemptuous 
towards the other as is usually the case, 
for both have much to learn from the other. 
What the astronomers may do to remedy 
this is their own responsibility; what the 
astrologers can do is to learn more than 
they have thus far about Astronomy and its 
applications to astrological theory, Before 
the “divorce,” Astronomy-Astrology was 
for hundreds and thousands of years in 
a slowly developing phase of its growth, 
that of position. For the ancients by 
long observation sought to determine 
where the stars and planets were situated 
in space; indeed they did not realize that 
the stars moved, i.e., had proper motions, 
for the telescope had yet to be discovered. 
After this first phase, the evolution of 
Astronomy entered two more phases. 

The second phase was the Astronomy of 
motion. The ancients knew that the planets 
moved, but had no’clear idea as to why or 
how. But with the advent of the tele- 
scope, of Copernicus, who postulated the 
motion of the planets about the Sun rather 
than the earth, of Kepler who showed that 
the planetary orbits were not circular and 
epicyclical but elliptical, and of Newton 
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who developed the law of gravity thus ex- 
plaining and generalizing the nature of all 
motion in space, the next and far more 
rapidly progressive phase commenced. It 
was then that Astronomy divorced Astrol- 
ogy. While it is true that the ephemerides, 
tables of motion and position of the Moon, 
Sun and planets, which astrologers emplay 
are based on all of those magnificent dis- 
coveries of the past three centuries in 
Astronomy, it is also true that much un- 
covered in this second phase has not been 
applied to Astrology which is still too 
much under the influence of the dead hand 
of the Astronomy of position, It will be 
our purpose in this series of articles on 
celestial dynamics to indicate a few of 
these unrealized applications. 

Astronomy is now, however, in the third 
phase of its long evolution, and this might 
best be termed that of radiation. In 
modern times we think of energy in space 
in terms of ‘fields—indeed Einstein in a 
book he and Infield recently wrote says 
that the concept of a field is one of the 
most important creations of scientific 
thinking. It was Maxwell who first formu- 
lated in the 1890’s the Electromagnetic 
Theory in terms of Field Theory, and to- 
day oddly enough we know more about the 
electromagnetic spectrum of energy than 
we do about the‘gravitational inertial form 
of energy. Indeed Einstein and others 
have endeavored in the past generation to 
formulate a Generalized Field Theory which 


_will account for all the phenomena of 


Inertia and Gravity, although this is ap- 
parently not as yet entirely satisfactory. 
Furthermore, in this time of synthesis we 
have come to realize through the Einstein 
principle of Equivalence that energy and 
matter are the same essentially though 
different in form. Furthermore, time and 
space are now regarded as indivisible, to- 
gether making up the “four dimensional 
continuum,” one which may in fact be 
“bent” or “curved” in a fifth dimension. 
to victory 
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It is probably through the development 
of this present phase that Astrology and 
Astronomy will once more become re- 
united, the state of knowledge in this new- 
est phase being highly fluid as yet. But 
before this is accomplished there is much 
material from the second phase, not invali- 
dated by the new one, which Astrology has 
yet to apply in order to sharpen and refine 
its own concepts. Now cosmologists are 
inclined to believe that Space Time is not 
“flat” but “curved” or “warped.” The 
Space Time of Euclid, the kind whose 
Geometry we learn in our high schools, is 
that of flat or linear space. In it for in- 
stance a straight line is the shortest dis- 
stance between two points, the line of 
shortest distance between two points in 
any space being termed a “geodesic line.” 
But in the non-Euclidean spaces of modern 
cosmology the shortest distance is not a 
straight line, but rather their geodesics are 
curved. As yet it has not been possible 
through observation to determine what 
kind of curvature’ space actually has, 
though it is probably either that of an ellip- 
tical (closed) space or that of a hyper- 
bolic (open) space. Euclidean space is a 
form of parabolic space. If this idea seems 
strange consider the earth’s surface—it be- 
ing a two dimensional plane bent in three 
spaces, i.e. a globe—for on it the shortest 
distance between two points is not a 
straight line, but rather a curved line! 
Furthermore let it be recalled that in many 
ancient cosmologies the universe was 
thought of as an egg, which would be its 
shape were space of the Riemannian closed 
elliptical type rather than the Lobachev- 
skian open hyperbolic space type. Thus 
the ancient metaphysicians and sages and 
the modern cosmologists and mathematical 
physicists have very similiar concepts about 
the illimitable cosmos. 

In discussing the different kinds of space 
time above three different figures were 
mentioned: the hyperbola; whose eccen- 
tricity lies between infinity and one, the 
parabola, whose eccentricity equals one 
and the ellipse, whose eccentricity lies be- 
tween one and zero. Actually if it is zero 
the figure is a circle, i.e. a special kind of 
ellipse. These four figures are immensely 
important throughout the cosmos. Indeed 
if we graphically represent any second 
degree Quadratic Equation it will take 


one of those four forms. Furthermore 
nearly all motion in the universe falls into 
one of these four archetypal forms, ic, 
anything moving due to the action of 
gravity or that of the attraction of gravity 
combined with the repulsion of electro- 
magnetic radiation pressure—this latter 
applies to cosmic dust particles expelled 
from the region of a star, in which case 
they move along that one of the twe 
branches of the hyperbola which is convex 
to that focus where the star is situated, 
Comets perturbed by the gravity of a 
planet may be thrown off their highly ellip- 
tical orbits into a hyperbolic one, in which 
case they move along the branch of the 
hyperbola concave to the focus where the 
Sun is situated. Some cometary orbits are 
very nearly parabolic, but such an orbit 
is unstable and the slightest disturbance 
due to another body will throw it into an 
elliptical or hyperbolic orbit. Finally most 
cometary and meteoric orbits are highly 
elliptical—eccentricity between .6 and .98 
—the orbits of most double stars are 
moderately elliptical—eccentricity around 
.5 as a mean—while finally in the solar 
system most orbits are slightly elliptical— 
planets and their satellites have eccen- 
tricities from .007 to .249. Of course the 
eccentricity of the asteroids’ orbits is usual- 
ly greater than that of the planets, while 
that of the innermost “Moons” is very 
nearly circular—eccentricity nearly O. 
THUS ALMOST ALL MOTION IN THE 
COSMOS IS ELLIPTICAL. 

But these same four forms are funda- 
mental in still other ways. The usual 
trignometric functions which have been so 
much a part of the everyday life of men 
are circular functions, based on the circle 
and the ratio of its circumference to its 
radius, ie. Pi = 3.14159. In electrical 
engineering and in other fields of modern 
science the hyperbolic functions also play 
a most vital role—the hyperbola in this 
instance having an eccentricity equal to the 
square root of 2, ie. 1.414. The key con- 
stant of these functions being e = 2.71828, 
is one of the most important natural con- 
stants in all mathematics. The elliptic 
functions and integrals are somewhat dif- 
ferent, but also important, especially in 
the Theory of a Complex Variable. Actu- 
ally to determine the circumference of any 
elliptical orbit we must use one of Legen- 
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dre’s elliptic integrals. And there are 
many more ways in which these four uni- 
yersal forms enter into our knowledge; 
indeed they are found everywhere. 

Saturn has always been considered as 
the planet governing forms and limits, and 
the symbol of Saturn is the hour glass, 
symbol of time. Now the hour glass is a 
most interesting form itself since it is actu- 
ally a double cone. This double cone form 
is the key to all the four forms we have 
been discussing. For instance we know that 
the poles of the Earth “precess” about the 
pole of the ecliptic; in so doing they de- 
scrike a double cone. Actually this pre- 
censional motion, so much like the 
“nodding” motion of a top, is found 
throughout the solar system. For in- 
stance, the pole of Mars precesses too—in 
a period much longer than the Earth’s. The 
Moon’s orbit precesses about the ecliptic 
pole—thus producing the backward motion 
of the Moon’s Nodes. And all of the 
planetary orbits precess in long periods 
about the pole of the solar system’s invari- 
able plane. The spinning gyroscope 
operates on the same principle and indeed 
the gyroscopic compass has pretty well 
displaced the magnetic compass in much of 
modern navigation, especially of aero- 
planes. Essentially precession is due to 
the action of a “disturbing” force on the 
pole of rotation of a rotating body, and is 
therefore universal in character. 

Now take a careful look at the illustra- 
tive figure which shows not only the double 
cone—upper right hand—but also the 
plane cross sections through it. Note that 
the plane cross section A-A, parallel to the 
base of the cone, is a circle. Now when we 
tilt our cross section, as in B-B, we obtain 
an ellipse as the figure shows—note 
that it has a longest axis B-B, while one 
drawn at right angles to this axis and 
through the center is easily seen to’ be a 
shortest axis or diameter. The longest 
diameter is the major axis, the shortest dia- 
meter being the minor axis. Now if our 
plane cross section, C-C, is taken parallel 
to the side of the cone we obtain a Para. 
bola. Finally if our cross section is per- 
pendicular to the base of the cone it will 
pass through both cones, and the result, 
D-D, is the Hyperbola, which is composed 
of two curves or branches. These are the 
famous conic sections which hold the key 
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to almost all forms of motion in space, to 
the few universal constants of nature and 
to so many of the equations and functions 
of mathematics. 

And since most motion in space is ellip- 
tical it is the most important of the four 
forms to Astrology. Furthermore it seems 
that of the various curvatures of space, 
the elliptical is the most likely. But there 
is still a third indication of the importance 
and the universality of the ellipse, and 
this one has to do with the shape of the 
stars and planets and moons in space. Now 
it so happens that a celestial body when 
acted upon by-a force acts like a fluid 
rather than a solid. Therefore when such 
a body is rotating, the centrifugal force of 
the rotation tends to bulge the body out at 
the equator of rotation and to flatten it at 
the poles of rotation—the Earth is a fine 
example of this, its polar diameter being 
26 miles shorter than its equatorial diam- 
eter. As a result most bodies in space 
are ellipsoids of revolution, as regards their 
shape. But when two bodies are fairly close 
together and revolve about a common cen- 
ter of gravity, they exert a tidal “pull” 
on each other so that the axis of 
one body, which at any instant points 
towards the other, is “pulled” out and 
made longer, while that at right angles is 
rendered shorter, i.e. the body then is not 
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only elliptical around a plane through its 
pole of rotation but also around a plane 
through its equator, it then being doubly 
elliptical. Many double stars are thus 
shaped; the Moon is thus shaped—its 
longest axis always points at the Earth. 
But the most startling thing is that the 
Earth is also slightly elliptical around the 
equator, the longest axis passing from the 
center of the Pacific to just off West Africa 
quite close to the meridian through Green- 
wich! Indeed the Earth’s polar eccen- 
tricity is about equal to the maximum 
eccentricity the Earth’s orbit attains, while 
its equatorial eccentricity is about equal to 
the least the orbit attains! 

The Greeks assumed that because the 
circle was perfectly symmetrical, all mo- 
tions in space were circular, but their as- 
sumption, because untested by observation, 
although false, was accepted till Kepler, 
the great astrologer-astronomer, proved 
that orbits were elliptical. This is one of 
the most perfect examples of the dangers 
of untested arbitrary assumptions, no mat- 
ter how logical the assumption may seem. 
Although the ellipse rather than the circle 
is the universal figure we find that Astrol- 
ogy still assumes the circle as the key fig- 
ure. The Zodiac composed of its 12 Signs 


is always considered circular, the 12 houses 
are likewise always enclosed by a circle. In 
determining latitude the Earth is regarded 
as circular instead of elliptical as it actu- 
ally is, although there are indications that 
this is now changing. It is true that the 
ephemerides which astrologers employ are 
correctly calculated on the basis of variable 
motion in an elliptical orbit, but the full 
meaning of the ellipse has not yet been 
appreciated. For it is usually assumed 
that the Sun, Moon and the planets spend 
equal times in different parts of the Zodiac, 
although such is not actually the case. This 
is extremely important to Astrostatistics, 
i.e. the application of statistical analysis to 
Astrology, one of the most promising de- 
velopments in the history of Astrology. As 
Ernest Wykes has pointed out in American 
Astrology, the effects of variable elliptical 
motion are of great consequence in second- 
ary directions. Thus a careful examination 
of the properties, not only of elliptical 
motion, but also its mathematical and 
dynamical character seems called for. In 
the next article in this series an attempt 
will be made to analyze the ellipse, and 
the nature of planetary motion in elliptical 
orbits. In time it may be found that ap- 
preciation of the ellipse will change some 
of Astrology’s basic tenets.

Breathing Exercises for the Twelve Signs

= man is highly individualized, as 
the difference in finger prints attests. These 
differences are shown in the personal horo- 
scope of each individual, but it must be 
remembered that man does not have cer- 
tain characteristics because he was born 
under certain planetary constellations; he 
was born into these conditions because he 
already has the characteristics which kar- 
mically bind him to a certain position in 
the world. By his own efforts he uses 
those influences to better his life and de- 
velopment. 

The purpose of Breathing Exercises, 
Yoga and otherwise, is to produce a physi- 
ological state favorable to spiritual de- 
velopment. As all individuals differ, a 
highly individualized type of breathing 
exercise is needed for each person. For 
best results man must understand his indi- 
vidual type, and know his particular needs 
and limitations, as wel! as abilities, and 
use breathing exercises exactly and scien- 
tifically keyed to his own individuality. 
He must never take these exercises in- 
discriminately, or in a group. To under- 
stand this one must go into the matter of 
Elemental Breaths for the different as- 
trological types. 

There are four basic elements in man, 
each governing one of the four basic 
foundations of man. Water is connected 
with the emotional life; Air with the mental 
life; Earth with the practical, and Fire 
with the spiritual life. It has been found 
by the personal horoscopes of individuals 
that most students interested in spiritual 
science have many planets in water signs, 
indicating their development of the emo- 
tional nature, and quite a few in the air 
signs, indicating their mental develop- 
ment, but almost invariably the student of 
spiritual science lacks in fire elements. 
When the fire element can be added 


through the Breath, it gives the much-. 
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needed and lacking element—as fire added 
to water makes steam, for progression. Of 
the water element, Cancer, Scorpio and 
Pisces are the signs wherein man builds 
his psychic faculties. Of the air element, 


‘Gemini, Libra and Aquarius build the 


mental faculties. Of the earth element, 
Capricorn, Virgo and Taurus build the 
physical body. Of the fire element, Leo, 
Aries and Sagittarius build spiritual prin- 
ciples in man. 

Much of the unbalance and unhappy 
results of Breathing Students comes from 
a lack of understanding of these four basic 
elements. As in practical life we do not 
fight fire with fire, but control fire with 
water, so must these elements be balanced 
within man for complete harmony. Obvi- 
ously the person who has a preponderance 
of the fire element in him, as indicated by 
the number of planets in fire signs in his 
birth-chart, would not be given more of 
the fire elemental breathing exercise. Nor 
would a person already out of balance in 
the elements by having too much of the 
watery element, profit by having a water 
elemental breath given him. 

If a preponderance of planets are in 
water signs—Cancer, Scorpio, Pisces— 
there is thus indicated an overbalance of 
the watery or emotional nature in the 
tudent. He would profit most by having 

dded to his particular Breathing Exer- 
cises those of the Earth element which 
would give him stability, and Fire, for fire 
added to water makes steam or progress. 
If a preponderance of planets are in fire 
signs—Leo, Aries, Sagittarius—there is 
thus indicated an overbalance of the fire 
element. The person thus would profit 
most by having added the Water element 
—the water would balance off the fire. and 
make for steam or motive power. Inci- 
dentally, many persons with this over- 
balance of fire, though aggressive and 
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aspiring, never succeed because they have 
not the real power, the steam, which 
comes from having a balance of elements 
within their being. 

If a preponderance of planets are in 
Earth signs—Capricorn, Virgi and Tau- 
rus—there is thus indicated an over- 
balance of the heavy, stabilizing yet un- 
progressive earth element. He would 
profit most by having added to his par- 
ticular Breathing exercises considerable of 
the Air element, and something of the fire 
(heat to earth or matter produces vegeta- 
tion, etc.). The student who has an over- 
balance of the earth elements should not 
use the Water element to any degree, for 
this would merely make a_ metaphysical 
“mud” in his consciousness. If a pre- 
ponderance of planets are in Air signs— 
Gemini, Libra, Aquarius—there is thus 
indicated an overbalance of the mental 
faculty. The student would profit most 
by having added to his particular Breath- 
ing Exercise the practical Earth Elemental 
Breath. Fire would only make “hot air,” 
and water makes for a depressive reaction. 

So the breathing exercises must be ad- 
ministered as carefully and individually 
as a dose of rare medicine. 

The universe is governed by law and 
order, and as it has its seasons of the year, 
likewise there are seasons of the day and 
night—times when different influences 
prevail. For instance, the ebb of the life 
force is greatest between midnight and 4 
a.m. and in this period more persons die 
than in all the rest of the 24 hours. 

The Sun, giver of the fire of life, is 
highest at noon and its force most potent 
then. Obviously persons with two much 
fire element already manifesting in them 
would not use this time for Breathing Ex- 
ercise when they would thereby take on 
more of the Fire Element. Persons of the 
overbalance of the Water Element, need- 
ing the Fire Element, would do well to 
meditate and take breathing exercises at 
this time, as they would then imbibe more 
of the Fire Element naturally than at any 
other time. 

Persons needing the Water Element 
would do best to meditate and take breath- 
ing exercises at night; persons needing the 
Fire Element would do best to meditate 
and take Breathing Exercises at noon 
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time. Persons needing the Air Element 
would do best to meditate and take 
Breathing Exercises in the early morning, 
which is also an especially good time to 
take the Cleansing Breath. Persons need- 
ing the Earth Element would do best to 
meditate and take such exercises at noon 
also. 

Every form has a zodiac, an aura, 
through which it receives rays of prana, 
The human body, The Grand Man of the 
Zodiac, receives the Life Force from 
month to month through the twelve parts 
as signified by the Zodiac. In Aries, for 
instance, in March-April, man takes into 
his being the Life Force through the re- 
gion of the head: in April-May, Taurus, 
through the region of the throat, etc. As 
all breathing exercises, as indeed all spiri- 
tual processes, are for the purpose of 
unifying man with his Higher Nature, man 
becomes in harmony with the Universal 
Higher Life flow as he operates in har- 
mony with its expression through the 
Zodiac. He should, in each sign, take the 
elemental breath of that sign, as well as his 
own elemental breath, which is taken 
continuously the year through. 

It must be remembered that there are 
not Twelve Vital Breaths, but twelve 
phases of the one great breath, the Swara 
or Great Breath, 


The ARIES Breath—(to be used every 
year, by all people, between March 21st 
and April 19th, and daily by people whose 
birthdays fall between these dates). Aries 
governs the head. Center the mind action 
and direct the controlled breath into the 
head. Tense body muscles and relax them 
in this exercise—Aries must learn disci- 
pline and control. Arms in front, at shoul- 
der height. Raise arms above head, in- 


@ haling as arms are raised, exhaling as arms 


are lowered to shoulder height, 


The TAURUS Breath—(to be used 
every year, by all people, between April 
20th and May 20th, and daily by people 
whose birthdays fall between these dates). 
Fix the mind and breath in the neck and 
throat. Do not tense muscles before this 
exercise, as Taurus being of the earthy, 
fixed sign, is already firm enough. Whereas 
in ARIES the breath will be largely nasal, 
and not deep, in the TAURUS breath, 
abdominal breathing should be practiced. 
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The GEMINI Breath—(to be used 
every year, by all people, between May 
21st and June 21st, and daily by people 
whose birthdays fall between these dates). 
Tense and relax the muscles before the 
breathing exercise for balance and disci- 
pline of Mercurial Gemini activity. The 
longest time of breathing can be experi- 
enced here. Be sure, always, not to get 
volume by inhaling, but exhale to final 
limits and lungs will automatically take 
position of fullest breath possible, other- 
wise the lung walls may be broken. Chest 
depth of the breath here. 


The CANCER Breath—(to be used 
every year, by all people, between June 
22nd and July 22nd, and daily by people 
whose birthdays fall between these dates). 
Breathe with abdominal breath. Hold 
breath, pulling abdomen in to make ex- 
halation. 


The LEO Breath—(to be used every 
year, by all people, between July 23rd and 
August 23rd, and daily by people whose 
birthdays fall between these dates). Let 
the muscles be relaxed when the breathing 
exercise starts, As we imbibe the rays of 
the sunshine, so do we take in vibrations 
in Leo. Arms raised as in ARIES breath. 
Practice long exhalations, holding lungs 
empty several seconds. 


The VIRGO Breath—(to be used 
every year, by all people, between August 
24th and September 23rd, and daily by 
people whose birthdays fall between these 
dates). Use abdominal breathing, but in- 
hale full and exhale part way and inhale 
full again, thus massaging interior of body 
for stimulating digestive tract. (With some 
practice, all parts of the inner body can be 
so massaged when the breath can be di- 
rected to each part consciously). 


The LIBRA Breath—(to be used every 
year, by all people, between September 
24th and October 23rd, and daily by people 
whose birthdays fall between these dates). 
Arms up as in ARIES Breath. Feet will 
move as impressed in natural rhythm, 
automatically taking a rhythm of dancing. 
Breath and consciousness should be cen- 
tered in small of back. 


The SCORPIO Breath—(to be used 
every year, by all people, between October 
24th and November 22nd, and daily by 
people whose birthdays fall between these 
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dates). Center breath in generative or- 
gans. Sway. body in natural rhythm while 
breathing. 


The SAGITTARIUS Breath—(to be 
used every year, by all people, between 
November 23rd and December 21st, and 
daily by all people whose birthdays fall 
between these dates). Most exercises may 
be taken best standing. In this one the 
posture is all important—DO NOT LIE 
DOWN. Abdominal breathing, with the 
consciousness and breath centered in the 
hip region. 


The CAPRICORN Breath—(to be 
used every year, by all people, between 
December 22nd and January 19th, and 
daily by people whose birthdays fall be- 
tween these dates). Lift feet as if climb- 
ing mountains; inhale as foot is lifted, 
exhale as foot is set down. Alternate feet 
in climbing motion. 


The AQUARIUS Breath—(to be 
used every year, by all people, between 
January 20th and February 18th, and 
daily by people whose birthdays fall be- 
tween these dates). Practice relaxation 
before breathing. Rend knees, while on 
toes, squat. Breathe in as raising up, ex- 
haling as going down to a squat. 

The PISCES Breath—(to be used 
every year, by all people, between Febru- 
ary 19th and March 20th, and daily by 
people whose birthdays fall between these 
dates). The PISCES breath is the only 
one that is best taken lying down, FEEL 
self in stream of life consciousness, breathe 
in stream as rhythm of flowing water, 
usually long, soft breaths.

The Political Fringe 


je direction in which this series of 
articles has carried its research has, owing 
to the current election year, been solely the 
field of politics. 

Leaders in both the Democratic and 
Republican parties have been charted, 
measured and analyzed by Number tech- 
nique, in the search for an American who 
might have the character potentials, the 
ability and the opportunity such as were 
behind the unusual personalities and lives 
of Washington and Lincoln. 

Other fields of public life will have to be 
entered later with the yardstick of Numer- 
ology, in seeking those individuals who 
are qualified to establish a new humane, 
ethical leadership, first in America and 
then within the Nations of the old world. 
Never until now, in the history of America 
or perhaps of European civilizations, was 
there so much official and unofficial talk of 
planning toward a post-war world estab- 
lished more upon a community of Nations. 
Never has such a large public opinion in 
the United States sought to comprehend 
what the various political, economic, finan- 
cial formulas really mean when shorn of 
the propaganda peculiar to the various 
sources from which they spring. 

The fact of this wide-spread interest is 
one of the good signs that democratic 
thought and action are not yet smothered 
by the past twenty-five years of national 
experience during which American leader- 
ship has concentrated with increasing 
intensity upon the material life of the 

ple. 

This breaking out of a former apathetic 
attitude toward political elections is good, 
even while it is obvious that it cannot 
follow democratically a straight course, 
_ influenced and frustrated as it is by the 

clever output of politically paid copy writ- 
ers who were formerly at work in the field 
of national advertising. 
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No matter to what source the promotion 
of the various ideas, plans and panaceas 
may be traced, the theme of all of them is 
the creation of a postwar world where, 
although nations may retain their sover- 
eignty, nationalism is no longer identified 
with isolationism nor made the excuse for 
seeking favorable balances in trade, raising 
high tariffs, manipulating currencies as 
part of a system designed to favor one 
nation at the expense of others. 

No more positive proof is needed than 
this growing awareness of what future 
society needs, to convince one that there is 
arising a new opportunity in the field of 
national and international leadership. In 
this election year it is a reasonable thought 
that for the American contribution to world 
leadership only another with the vision and 
faith of a Washington, the humanity and 
sincerity of a Lincoln, will do. 

From the present American presidential 
timber the questions, “Is it Roosevelt? Is 
it Dewey? Is it Wallace?” have been an- 
swered in the negative by the research of 
these articles. Those who have followed 
this numerological search for another great 
American will recall that a phase of Wash- 
ington’s ability and method was found in 
Thomas E, Dewey and a phase of his 
viewpoint in Henry Wallace. A phase of 
Lincoln’s method was discovered in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s chart and so on, In none 
of the principal personalities on the present 
political scene, nor in the other prominent 
names grouped around them, was there 
anything more than a partial similarity to 
Washington and Lincoln. 

Before we leave the political field, a 
brief foray into two of the better known 
movements that are exerting their effect in 
this contest of 1944, seems to be in order, 
although organized independent thinking, 
third party possibilities, are naturally not 
as much in evidence in this election period 
as formerly. 
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One of the movements on this political 
fringe is known as the Liberal Party and 
the other as the American Nationalists’ 
Committee. Neither is a third party move- 
ment. The first named is an outgrowth 
from a combined labor and liberal political 
organization quite communistic in some 
respects, which became active in 1936. 
Later, there was a split from the Farley 
interests originally important in its organ- 
ization, but in 1936, as now, it sought to 
gather in votes behind the Democratic 
ticket which by reason of contradictory 
and dissenting labor and political views 
might otherwise be lost to the party. 

This Liberal Party had its official con- 
vention in the late Spring of 1944 in New 
York City at which Franklin D. Roosevelt 
was nominated for President and Henry A. 
Wallace for Vice-President. 

The second of these movements, the 
American Nationalists’ Committee has also 
let the public know from its headquarters 
in Washington that it was not intended to 
be a third party effort. It entered this 
election year with offers of advice on plat- 
form building, upon meeting public opinion, 
to both the major parties. The theme of 
this movement is based upon America 
first—‘America first and not last.” 

It is not however the purpose of this 
series of articles to explain or highlight 
political movements. 

With true basic democracy, Astrology 
and Numerology as human sciences state, 
that first in consideration in any individual 


or collective problem must come considera- 
tion for the composition of the individual. 
Next in importance, the influences gath- 
ered from environments, childhood and the 
associations of more mature experience. 

Following this method of acquiring 
fundamental knowledge by highlighting 
leadership and regarding party affiliations 
only as a possible means by which the 
individuals have earned their prominence, 
the work of the Liberal Party and of the 
American Nationalists’ Committee brings 
into the scope of these articles two out- 
standing individuals in the political scenes. 

The first is Robert R. Reynolds, Demo- 
cratic Senator from North Carolina, who 
has been returned by his State to Office 
many times, and has filled the position of 
Chairman of the U. S. Military Affairs 
Committee. As chairman of the American 
Nationalists’ Committee and publisher of 
The American Nationalist, he makes “an 
appeal to independent voters.” 

The other leader in the Liberal Party 
is its chairman, Dean Alfange, former 
candidate for Governor of New York State. 

By a cateful study of the charts of these 
two individuals, as well as by a comparison 
of their measurements with the standard 
chart of Washington and Lincoln the reader 
can become aware of two more examples 
of present American leadership. 

Americans who appreciate the value of 
some knowledge of the intangibles in hu- 
man character and experience, who can 
both read and think about what they read, 
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will vote in the coming election in greater 
numbers. They will do this, as suggested 
numerically by the present “9 year,” in 
spite of the limited representation offered 
them by the present voting system. Toward 
the future they will prepare by increasing 
their knowledge of the leadership material 
that while not politically available now, is 
in process of emerging. 

To know consciously or intuitively the 
cosmic laws and patterns behind the cur- 
tain of our times, while noting that so 
many of the actors before the same curtain 
are ignorant of these things, is the privilege 
of democratic thinking. It leads to the 
spread of one of the greatest assurances of 
future democracy—awareness, not alone 
of national and world problems, but of the 
men and the means for meeting them that 
are being pushed up from obscurity to 
meet the challenges of the future. 

In considering the following charts, let 
us review some pertinent phases of Number 
technique applied to the measuring of indi- 
vidual characters. 

The greatest directive, motivating force 
in the consciousness of the individual is 


seen symbolized by the Ideality or Motive 
number. If the Expression or Method 
number is the same, then there is an ability 
and an aptitude for expressing the inner 
standard. When the Path of Life or 
Destiny number is also the same, then the 
individual could be said to have the Go 
Sign or Green Light, towards achieving 
his deepest purpose. 

The differences between the Ideality, the 
Expression and the Path or Destiny num- 
bers, are indicative of complications that 
arise between what a man or woman wants 
to do, what they cam do and what they 
are given the opportunity to do. 

In the August American Astrology, the 
comparisons in our article showed that 
Vice-President Henry A. Wallace had the 
same inner motive, ideal, ambition as had 
Washington, From this month’s compari- 
son, this unity with Washington’s inner 
motive is repeated in the name of Dean 
Alfange and in a more exact phase,

The Exaltation of the Planets 


DF ae student of astrology becomes 
acquainted at the outset of his studies 
with the principle of “planetary rulership.” 
He learns that every planet “rules” over 
one or two Signs of the Zodiac and the 
usual explanation given by astrological 
textbooks as to the why of a planet’s ruler- 
ship over a Sign is that there is an affinity 
between the nature of the planet and the 
nature of the Zodiacal Sign. This concept 
of “Natural affinity” is however not to be 
taken too literally. It is a very vague con- 
cept indeed, unless it is definitely related 
to the fact that there is a parallelism of 
sequence between the series of planets 
(from the Sun outward) and the series 
of Zodiacal Signs. 

We must never forget that the Zodiac 
is an expression of the yearly, cyclically 
changing, relationship of the Earth to 
the Sun. It refers to the constantly al- 
tered adjustment between our planet (rep- 
resenting the substantial foundation of 
human nature) and the Sun, source of 
vitality for all living organisms on this 
Earth. The Signs of the Zodiac constitute 
twelve basic phases in this cyclic series 
of adjustments, and by extension twelve 
essential types of vitality and selfhood 
among men, according to the.time of the 
year a man is born. 

The planets, on the other hand, are 
symbols of “organic functions” —using the 
term “organic” in reference to psychologi- 
cal as well as physiological factors within 
the total “organism” of a man’s person- 
ality. Organic functions are modes of or- 
ganic activity. There are a few very basic 
types of such activities, and these basic 
types are symbolized by the cycles of mo- 
tion of the planets, because the solar sys- 
tem as a whole is considered in astrology 
as the symbol of the total human person- 
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ality, body and psyche. The natural se- 
quence of these organic functions in human 
life is related to the actual sequence or 
planets considered in reference to the posi- 
tion of the Earth in the solar system. Some 
planets are inside of the Earth’s orbit, 
others outside. The Sun being the source 
of vitality for man, the spatial relationship 
of the Earth to the Sun becomes the 
“frame of reference” which determines the 
symbolic meaning of the planets for all 
men, collectively or generically speaking. 

Thus we have two sets of symbols, both 
to be referred to the relationship of Earth 
to Sun. The Signs of the Zodiac represent 
the basic phases of this relationship as 
it unfolds im time throughout the year, as 
a result of the Earth’s orbital revolution 
around the Sun. Then, the series of 
planets represent the series of organic 
functions, or modes of organic activity, 
which constitute the differentiated work- 
ings of solar vitality within the human or- 
ganism. The Sun is a source of life-po- 
tentiality rather than of actual power. 
This “life potential” must be differen. 
tiated, activated and distributed, in order 
to become actually operative within the 
organism. The planets are the distributors 
of this solar potential, transforming solar 
potential into the various basic modes of 
organic activity required for human liv- 
ing, feeling, thinking and creating. 

Through the concept of planetary ruler- 
ship an operative relationship is estab- 
lished between the series of planets and 
the series of Zodiacal Signs; that is to say, 
a relationship is established between basic 
types of life-potential or vitality (Signs 
of the Zodiac) and organic functions 
(planets). This relationship is established 
according to the sequence of both Signs 
and planets, 
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An Operative Relationship 


We speak of this relationship as an 
' operative relationship. What we mean by 
this is that the solar life-potential can 
“operate” in the body and the inner life 
of a man only as it is activated and dis- 
tributed by the planets. Each planet is 
more efficient in activating and distributing 
certain types of solar potential than other 
types. Mars for instance, as representative 
of the muscular function which enables 
man to move and to act, is most efficient 
as the activator and distributor of the 
type of solar potential which is released at 
the beginning of Spring, when the Earth- 
to-Sun relationship is characterized by the 
zodiacal Sign Aries. Thus we say that 
Mars “rules” Aries. 

The concept of rulership, however, does 
not exhaust the many possibilities of re- 
lationship between planets and zodiacal 
Signs, Ptolemaic and Medieval astrology 
devised other types of relationship, and 
the most significant among them is that 
which attributes to every planet a Sign 
of the Zodiac in which it is “exalted.” 
Modern astrologers often belittle the 
value of this concept of planetary exalta- 
tion. Yet it is a most interesting concept, 
and it should play a very significant part 
in the type of psychological astrology 
which we have featured. The distinction 
between “exaltation” and “rulership” is 
an excellent index of the distinction made 
by modern psychology between “‘subjec- 
tive” and “objective” operation, or be- 
tween “unconscious” and “conscious” ac- 
tivity. It is a distinction between “desir- 
ing” a thing and “using” it, between 
anticipation and actuality. 

In order to grasp fully the meaning of 
such statements we will draw upon a 
department of astrological interpretation 
which is not usually well understood, and 
which—to my knowledge—has never as- 
sociated so far with the concept of plane- 
tary exaltation. I refer here to the factor 
of declination. 

The declination of a celestial body is 
defined astronomically as its angular dis- 
tance, measured north or south, from the 
plane of the equator. The example of the 
changes in the Sun’s declination through- 
out the year will explain at once the mean- 


ing of this type of measurement. At the 
time of the Spring equinox, the Sun sets 
exactly west and its declination is 0°. This 
is because the equinoxes are the points 
where the plane of the ecliptic (i. e. of the 
apparent motion of the Sun in the sky) 
and the plane of the Earth’s equator (i. e. 
of the Earth’s daily rotation around its 
polar axis) intersect. In other words, “the 
angular distance” of the Sun from the 
equatorial plane at the Spring equinox is 
0. The Sun, therefore, rises exactly east 
and sets exactly west. 

As weeks go by, the Sun sets more and 
more to the north; until at the summer 
solstice it sets as far to the northwest 
as it can. The distance between the 
equinoctial and the solstitial positions of 
the Sun (as it sets and rises) measure the 
amount of declination which the Sun has 
around June 21 (i.e. 23° 27’). Then, this 
declination is in a northern direction; but 
at Christmas (winter solstice) the same 
amount of declination is in a southern di- 
rection. The Sun sets to the southwest. 

Throughout the ages this change in 
declination of the Sun has been given the 
most profound significance. The reason 
for this is obvious, for it is the actual 
cause of the change in the degree of in- 
cidence of the sun-rays on the earth-sur- 
face, and thus the cause of the change in 
the seasons. Indeed it is this change in the 
seasons which is the actual fact back of 
the symbolism of the Zodiac. But the 
Zodiac is measured not directly by the 
change in the Sun’s declination, but rather 
by the change in the Sun’s longitude, that 
is by his position in the sky in relation to 
the structure of the sky as a whole. 

Zodiacal longitude is (or was, originally, 
when the precessional motion of the con- 
stellations was not known) the description 
of the Sun’s position every day of the 
year in reference to the stars. Declination 
refers to the position of the daily path de- 
scribed by the Sun in the sky in reference 
to the horizon and the zenith: that is, 
whether the Sun sets more or less to the 
south or the north, and whether it is high- 
er or lower in the sky at noon. Changes 
in declination were undoubtedly the first 
to be observed by primitive man, because 
they are the most obvious and they seem 
to affect the character of the Sun’s radia-

tions more immediately—thus, the degree 
of light and heat, basic factors for the 
development of life. 

The changes in declination of the Sun 
affect immediately every man, every liv- 
ing thing on earth. The changes in zodiacal 
longitude seem rather to refer to the re- 
lation of the Sun itself to the sky. The 
former are intimate, linked as they are 
to the framework of our everyday experi- 
ence, horizon and meridian. On the con- 
trary, changes in longitude appear to deal 
with distant matters of celestial order. 
Declination thus can be taken symbolically 
as a personal factor; longitude, as a social 
factor affecting the collectivity in which 
we live and its government. Thus declina- 
tion should be related to the concept of 
“exaltation;” zodiacal longitude, to the 
principle of “rulership.” 

Understanding this, we shall see better 
why particular Signs of the Zodiac have 
been traditionally mentioned as the “Signs 
of exaltation” of particular planets; other- 
wise such an attribution would appear 
puzzling and without any consistent order. 
We shall realize that the four basic Signs 
of exaltation are the equinoctial and 
solstitial Signs: Capricorn, Aries, Cancer 
and Libra. These four Signs are said to 
be the Signs of exaltation respectively for 
Mars, the Sun, Jupiter and Saturn—the 
four positive planets in Ptolemaic as- 
trology. 

Why did I open the series with Capri- 
corn? Because Capricorn begins the de- 
clination-cycle of the Sun, It is the time 
of the winter solstice. Then the Sun be- 
gins to “move northward”—as the old 
mystical phrase goes. For six months the 
Sun will move northward, and it will in- 
crease in power. And this six-month period 
is considered in all religious or occult 
philosophies as the “spiritual” period of 
the year. More exactly it is the period 
during which the inner powers within man 
are being gradually made manifest in the 
outer life. And the symbol and center of 
these inner powers is the Christ, born when 
the Sun begins to move northward. 

“It is a “spiritual” period, but it is also 
the personal phase of human growth. It 
is the period during which the spirit in 
man takes a concrete form as a person. 
It is the period of the Incarnation; the 
period when man is exalted by the de- 
will 
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scent of the Christ within his total being. 
It sees the birth, the growth and mature 
development of the Living God as a man. 
And the phases of this process are cor- 
rectly represented by the sequence Mars 
(exalted in Capricorn), the Sun (exalted 
in Aries) and Jupiter (exalted in Cancer). 

With Cancer the second six-month 
period begins, when the Sun moves south- 
ward. This is the period of social or col- 
lectivistic development, when the group 
dominates over the individual. Saturn is 
exalted in Libra because it is a symbol of 
the sacrifice of the seed (the Christ-being) 
for the sake of the whole future of hu- 
manity. 

Mars is exalted in Capricorn;. and here 
we see Mars acting as a subjective, tran- 
scendent, at first unconscious impulse. It 
is the Primordial Desire of the universal 
Spirit seeking birth so as to redeem and 
exalt man, the being “made into the like- 
ness of God, the Father.” Saturn rules 
over Capricorn. Here the “Father’’ (Sat- 
urn) is operating actively, concretely. He 
is projected as the Son. The structural 
power of life has built this new being. 
And in the new being there is this im- 
mense Martian desire for dction, a desire 
which, however, is only subjective and as 
yet ineffective—an extreme of potentiality. 

As Spring comes with the zodiacal Sign 
Aries, this Mars-power in its turn becomes 
concretely operative. Desire is now fully 
objective. There is physical activity, going 
forth, great urge for demonstration. But 
the Sun is then only a subjective force. 
It is exalted in Aries. There is intense de- 
sire for selfhood, for personality-integra- 
tion and radiant power. But it is desire, 
rather than realization—anticipation ra- 
ther than actuality. 

Then comes Summer. The Sun’s desire 
for completion and creative selfhood has 
created the Two-in-One, the Moon-Sun 
couple—which rules over the summer 
zodiacal Signs, Cancer and Leo. There is 
intense activity realized by this Two-in- 
One—home-making and creation. And 
within this activity, yet only as a rather 
distant and subjective dream, the Jupiter- 
function begins to glow. It is the desire 
to expand, to become socially important 
and successful, to fulfill one’s place in the 
greater Whole of which one comes to recog- 
nize oneself as a part. 
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The Libra Phase 


This recognition of oneself as a partici- 
pant in the social and universal Whole 
occurs as the Libra phase of the year 
comes—the Fall equinox, the time of the 
sowings. The individual sees himself then 
subjectively and longingly as a “Father” 
of the future, as a civilizer. He dreams of 
giving birth to his own Christ-child. 
Saturn, the seed, is exalted in Libra. It will 
rule only in Capricorn, when it has ac- 
quired the ability to operate concretely 
and objectively, as a manager of power 
and of life. 

The four cardinal Signs provide a frame- 
work for the entire system of planetary 
exaltation, and they do so because they 
represent the four great moments in the 
to and fro oscillation of the Sun from 
southern to northern declination. Mars is 
exalted at the southern point—the point 
of descent into matter (Christmas); Jupi- 
ter, at the northern point—the symbolic 
marriage of Heaven and Earth (the mys- 
tical Feast of St. John when fires are lit 
in the fields by the peasants celebrating 
the nuptials of Sun and Soil). Then, at 
the spring equinox, we find the Sun exalted 
in the eager ascent of green stems out of 
the earth, the stems that yearn for the 
light. And, at the fall equinox, we see 
Saturn exalted in the sacrificial descent of 
the seed, as a promise of immortality. 

The other planets develop this basic 
pattern of exaltation. They do so in a 
way that has become rather confused and 
full of uncertainty—largely because tradi- 
tional astrology did not know of planets 
beyond Saturn. Today in their effort to 
find Signs of exaltation for the newly dis- 
covered planets astrologers seem to have 
been unable to discover the proper cor- 
relations, because they had failed to grasp 
the significance of the pattern just de- 
scribed. Without attempting to refute any 
particular scheme of planetary exaltation 
which has been put forth of late, we shall 
explain what appears to us as the con- 
sistent and logical sequence of planets and 
Signs, claiming however no special author- 
ity that would enable us to vouch for its 
accuracy. 

Mars exalted in Capricorn gives the 
key to the exaltation of planets in the win- 
ter Signs. Mercury is exalted in Aquarius 


and Venus in Pisces. These are the two 
planets within the orbit of the Earth, the 
planets which refer to the inner, intimate 
and personal life of the individual. The 
winter quarter is the period of “exaltation” 
(in the present technical sense) for per- 
sonal values; that is, it is the time when 
these values operate at the subjective, 
semi-unconscious level of yearnings, de- 
sires and dreams. Winter is the seed’s an- 
ticipation of spring germination, growth 
and flowering (Aries, Taurus and Gemini, 
respectively). During the spring months 
Mars, Venus and Mercury will be 
“rulers;” during the winter months they 
are “exalted.” 

Spring begins as the Sun is exalted in 
Aries—particularly on the 19th or 20th 
degree of Aries, which can be related to 
the idea of Easter, the Resurrection. The 
next exaltation to follow is that of the 
Moon in Taurus, the Sign of impregna- 
tion and of fertility, at the instinctive- 
biological and thus unconscious level. It 
is the love of adolescents. The Moon func- 
tion (the mothering impulse, the will to 
bear forth) is wrapt in the glamor of feel- 
ings (Venus, ruler of Taurus) and the 
urge to love is desire which as yet has very 
little individualized characteristics.. It ac- 
quires an individual meaning and pattern 
in Cancer, the Sign ruled by the Moon. 

Then comes Gemini, the Sign of “vivid 
extension of relationship,” of the search 
for new sensations, new contacts, new 
knowledge. And here we find Uranus ex- 
alted, for Utanus is the symbol of “reach- 
ing beyond,” of the quest for the infinite. 
But in Gemini this quest is a subjective 
yearning, rather than a working reality. It 
operates in the realm of things near at 
hand, because the individual is still imma- 
ture and the wings of his spirit are not 
full-grown. 

The Summer quarter begins with Jupi- 
ter, exalted in Cancer. Summer is the 
period of physical personal fruitions; thus 
the Moon rules Cancer. Fruitions are ex- 
perienced within the boundaries of the 
home where the lunar function works most 
effectively and objectively. Jupiter refers, 
on the other hand, to social fruitions. The 
Moon (the matriarch) rules the home; 
Jupiter (the king) rules society. In Can- 
cer, “kingship,” or social power, is only a 
subjective yearning for the man who is 
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very much occupied with family-problems; 
thus Jupiter is “exalted” in Cancer. In 
Leo, Neptune is exalted, because this planet 
of universal wholeness and of spiritual 
brotherhood is in the subjective back- 
ground of the Leo type, ruled by the Sun. 
It has been said that Neptune is a sort of 


Moon for the Sun; it links the Sun in a> 


curious way with the Galaxy of which the 
Sun is a small star. It forces the solar 
being to dream of his greater “home,” the 
galaxy; it urges the “king” to seek inspira- 
tion in the “Church.” 

The summer quarter closes with the 
zodiacal Sign, Virgo, at the entrance of 
which stands the symbolic figure of the 
Sphynx, the creature that is half-lion and 
half-Virgin. The Sphynx is the subjective, 
mystical symbol of Virgo—and to the 
Sphynx we must associate the goddess of 
the Mysteries, Proserpine, wife of Pluto. 
While Neptune refers to the feeling of the 
universal Whole, a new planet (beyond 
Pluto) will undoubtedly be found to relate 
to the experience of greater life. Such ex- 
perience was bestowed upon the Initiate in 
the ancient Mysteries; but as yet only as a 
subjective realization. Thus the future 
planet “Proserpine” will be the logical one 
to be exalted in Virgo. At the level of 
objectivity and efficient concrete activity 
Mercury rules over Virgo. The critical, 
technical mind that is necessary for social 
efficiency (fall-winter period) is built. 

The exaltation of “Proserpine” leads to 
that of Saturn in Libra, The individual who 
has been initiated into the Mysteries poten- 
tially becomes a “seed:” humanity (or 
God) will use him as a focal point to 
proclaim the new message. This will occur 
only in Capricorn, ruled by Saturn; but in 
Libra, the event is anticipated, made a 
potentiality in the “sacrifice” of the indi- 
vidual to the collectivity which occurs in 
Libra. This sacrifice leads to the exaltation 
of Pluto in Scorpio, just as the rulership 
of Venus over Libra (activity based on 
social values, art, etc.) leads to the ruler- 
ship of Mars over Scorpio (activity based 
on the root-blending of individuals— 
through mating or other means of at-one- 
ment). Pluto is the symbol of integration 
at the collective-social or spiritual level. 
In Scorpio such an integration is yet more 
of a dream than a reality. It is a subjective 
goal—whether it be as the Soul-Mate ideal 


or as the desire to participate in an occult 
Brotherhood. , 

In Sagittarius a further stage of the 
subjective process begun in Libra is 
reached. Saturn and Pluto lead to an as 
yet unknown planet, or celestial body of 
some sort, which is still farther than the 
already mentioned “Proserpine.” As ruler 
of Sagittarius, Jupiter is the manager of 
social organizations, the seer, the prophet. 
What Jupiter accomplishes in terms of 
concrete, effective social or religious activ- 
ity the most distant planet “Z” should 
symbolize in terms of subjective, semi- 
unconscious or prae-conscious potentiality. 
Here is Jupiter as the great god “Zeus” in 
the sky, yet yearning to be born as the 
spiritual King, the embodied Christ in 
Whom man and God are one. It is the 
longing of the Father in Heaven for the 
state of Sonship, in which all opposites are 
integrated and universal wholeness is 
demonstrated in the perfectly managed 
balance of divine Spirit and earth sub- 
stance through a human form (or mind). 

The Son is born at Christmas, and thus 
the cycle begins again, It is the cycle of 
potentiality and subjectivity, with a direct 
connection with the solar cycle of change 
in declination, And thus it complements 
the cycle of actual and objective manifes- 
tation which finds its expression in the 
Zodiac (measuring changes in solar longi- 
tude).

Oh, also, to leave the din of 
noises, the peddlers’ bells, the voice of 
shop-keepers pointing to their signs, and 
yelling the merits of the wares within, and 
the Royal Criers at every cross-road, to- 
gether with the fishwives of Paris, with 
their bawling—ancestors of those who 
would cry in shrill triumph when the nobil- 
ity would go to the guillotine. Now the 
nobility ruled, with the clergy, and rich 
burgess. Working folks had strong Guilds, 
The population itself had no voice, na- 
tional, democratic. Rent by political and 
religious strife, and each section of the 
country insular and suspicious, the France 
that Joan of Arc dreamed of was as yet 
unborn. 

But Cosmo, this afternoon, was like 
many Parisians (they existed then, and 
never changed); he hated Paris and loved 
it at the same instant.

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T HE universe was, to the ancient 
Greeks, a comparatively small sphere, the 
boundary was a thin shell of stars. At the 
center was the earth, and outside the earth 
in space were the orbits of the moon, the 
sun, and the planets. The earth was sup- 
posed to be motionless, while around it all 
the heavenly objects revolved. 

Apparently the ancients made an at- 
tempt to keep the universe as small as 
possible, because the larger it was, the 
more the imagination had to be strained. 
That is to say, with a really huge universe, 
the stars in order to revolve around us in 
aday’s time, must cover an inordinately 
large distance. The idea is logical, too, 
for if the stars are x millions of miles 
away, they would have to cover 2 x x 
millions of miles in a day’s time. So the 
Greeks imagined the planets’ orbits were 
tather close together and the stars just 
beyond the farthest planet. The radius of 
the universe which was adopted finally was 
80,000,000 miles, which meant that an 
equatorial star must cover several thousand 
miles a second, to go around the earth in 
a day. 

Then came Copernicus who placed the 
sun in the center of the universe, with all 
the planets revolving around it. Another 
of his ideas was that the earth was in ro- 
tation, rather than the stars. By this means 
it became easier to think of the universe as 
much larger than before. Digges, an Eng- 
lishman, seems to have been the first one 
to think of the stars extending out to im- 
Mense distances, now that the way was 
prepared for such a conception. While 


observations of the sky piled up as time 
went on, it began to be realized that the 
solar system was but a small unit in a 
greater universe, and the sun was a star 
like all the others. 
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Modern Astronomy 


The Expanding Universe 


Hugh S. Rice, B. s., AM. 


Thomas Wright, as far back as 1750, 
began to have correct notions about the 
stellar system now known as the Milky 
Way. He believed the stars made up this 
system, and that the latter was only a 
unit in the larger space of the universe. 
It is said that Wright envisioned a universe 
with many such systems like the Milky 
Way. This was a correct idea and he based 
it upon some of the hazy nebulae observed 
in the heavens. This “theory of island uni- 
verses” has been investigated more and 
more, since Wright’s time, principally by 
observers with larger and larger telescopes. 
The method is of course the correct ap- 
proach, observation first, before theorizing. 
Herschel began to make a systematic sur- 
vey of the whole heavens, counting the 
stars in certain areas, and noting all star 
clusters and nebulae that his large tele- 
scopes revealed. It was confirmed that the 
stars do form a system that exists by itself 
in a larger universe of space. 

Modern astronomy has been going fur- 
ther and the exploration of the realm of the 
nebulae has been progressing, especially in 
the last 20 years. A study of the nebulae is 
achieved principally by the use of the 
world’s largest telescopes. It needs the 
greatest instruments, to examine the outer- 
most depths of space; and as they are used 
so much for this purpose, the study of the 
planets and other bodies of the solar system 
is reserved for smaller ones. 


Galaxies and Galactic Clusters 


In this discussion of the universe we are 
concerned with the extra-galactic nebulae 
or galaxies, and not with the gaseous 
nebulae like the Great Nebula in Orion. 
Only one of the galaxies (the Andromeda 
nebula) is visible to the unaided eye, but 
as more and more optical aid is used, more 
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Fig. 3. Part of the Corona Borealis cluster 
of galaxies. Such clusters are important in as- 
tronomy, for they are exceedingly distant, but 
their distances are known with confidence. The 
galaxies are the various fuzzy, elongated im- 
ages, which are not stellar points. The Corona 
cluster is about 130,000,000 light-years away. 
The red-shift in the spectra of its members gives 
a velocity of recession of 13,150 miles per second, 
The cluster is relatively condensed, the various 
galaxies averaging 100,000 light-years from each 
other.

and more of them become visible. Finally 
with the largest existing telescope and 
under the best conditions of seeing, and 
with highest magnification, the background 
on the sky shows as many galaxies as stars. 
This is very significant because it means 
that the universe is “populated” with a 
prodigious number of galaxies. And each 
galaxy is a great system of stars and other 
objects, similar to the Milky Way. 

Several thousand of the island universes 
have been photographed and cataloged. 
In many of the brightest ones separate 
stars are seen, many of which are types 
that we know from our own Milky: Way. 
The largest are super-giant stars with 
known intrinsic luminosities. Hence as 
they appear with a certain faintness, we 
have an indication .of their actual distance 
away from the solar system. 

Galaxies are classified as to physical 
type, and form a series or sequence from 
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the (younger) globular ones that look like 
globular star-clusters, to the end of the 
series, which are spiral forms with arms 
like those in the fine photos seen in books, 
It is believed that our own system is 4 
spiral nebula, in an old or at least mature 
stage. Not only do galaxies appear as 
single forms, but there are, curiously 
enough, clusters of galaxies. The galactic 
clusters are of considerable importance in 
cosmology. They are the most remote of 
any objects ever seen by man—at least as 
far as any definite assigned distances are 
concerned. 

In recent vears such clusters of nebulae 
have assumed considerable importance be- 
cause they are used as one means of de- 
termining the depths of space. More than 
20 clusters of nebulae are known. And 
each one contains several hundred indi- 
vidual galaxies. In fact the galactic cluster 
known as the Coma cluster has probably 
1000 members. It appears to us among the 
stars of the constellation Coma Berenices, 
though its position in space is many mil 
lions of miles beyond those stars. The 
Corona cluster is another, even farther 
away, at about 130,000,000 light-years. As 
an indication of the remoteness and hence 
the faintness of the Corona cluster, we may 
state that the 5th nebula of the cluster, 
which happens to be used as the standard 
for comparison for statistical purposes, is 
only 3,455 48 bright as the faintest star ob- 
servable to the naked eye. 


Depths of Space 


In order to examine the depths of space, 
the astronomer observes primarily the 
outer galaxies. Naturally one of the chief 
items of interest is the distances of the 
galaxies from us. There are several means 
of estimating the remote distances. Besides 
the characteristics of likeness and the mat- 
ter of luminosity mentioned, one of the 
other best-known means is in_ finding 
cepheid variable stars in the nebulae. As 
they occur in the Milky Way, they are 
familiar objects and have certain features 
indicative of distance. But the farthest 
nebulae are so faint that cepheids cannot 
be detected, so other and very indirect 
means of finding distance have to be used. 


if 
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All All of the methods of distance-determina- 
tion involve actual brightness of the ob- 

the real amounts of light emitted. 
In fact nebular surveys deal with such 
distant galaxies that there is practically 
nothing but luminosity with which to work, 
and very ingenious methods must be used, 
and great care is needed in interpreting the 
results. The main principle used in the 
work is the idea that the apparent bright- 
ness is an indication of distance. 

Outer galaxies are great beacons extend- 
ing to unfathomable depths out into the 
universe. What we want to know is their 
distribution in three dimensions in space. 
But first as to distribution as we see them 
in two dimensions on the sky, it is found 
they “avoid” the Milky Way regions; but 
that is because they are obscured by a 
dimming-out effect of clouds of gas and 
dust along the galactic plane. Outside of 
this zone they are spread uniformly over 
the sky in both north and south hemi- 
spheres. As to distribution in depth or in 
distance from the earth, the investigators 
find the nebulae are uniformly distributed. 
As far as the largest telescopes can pene- 
trate, the galaxies are still. found in their 
usual abundance. 

When the sky is photographed for depth, 
the magnification is so large that only small 
areas here and there can be examined. If 
these samples indicate the true nature of 
all space, which we are to believe is likely 
(unless we find evidence to the contrary), 
we are given the picture of the universe as 
agreat sphere 1,000,000,000 light-years in 
diameter, so far as known at present. In 
this sphere are about 100,000,000 galaxies 
in various stages of evolution, Each galaxy 
averages less than 20,000 light-years in 
diameter, being therefore less than } as 
large as the Milky Way. (For some un- 
known reason our stellar system seems to 
be the giant of all galaxies; why it should 
be unique no one knows.) The galaxies are 
separated from each other, on the average, 
by about 2,000,000 light-years. To make 
a model of the known universe showing the 
island universes, we could let the latter be 
tepresented by golf balls placed about 10 
feet from each other in various directions, 
sattered throughout a sphere one mile in 
diameter. Each golf ball would be a con- 
glomeration of an immense number of 
stars—each like a Milky Way.

The Red-shift 


One of the most puzzling features in con- 
nection with a study of extra-galactic 
nebulae is the red-shift in the spectra of 
extra-galactic nebulae. The spectrum of a 
luminous object like a star or a nebula is 
a message, so to speak, from space, but in 
a code which has to be deciphered by the 
astrophysicist. Here we are concerned with 
the Doppler shift, by which the researcher 
can tell whether an object is moving toward 
or away from us, and at what speed. When 
the wave-lengths of light are shifted by a 
certain fraction of the normal wave- 
lengths, the nebula is moving at a velocity 
equal to that fraction of the velocity of 


-light. 


By this Doppler effect of the spectral 
lines, the galaxies are found to be moving 
about in. space at mean velocity of 150 
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miles per second. This is only the average. 
In the very distant ones, the entire pattern 
of spectral lines is displaced far to the red 
of the normal position. Thus we find the 
galaxies are “running away” from us. The 
red-shift is not haphazard but systematic: 
it increases directly with the distance of 
the nebula. If one galaxy is twice as far 
away as another, the red-shift is twice as 
much. 


This law of red-shifts is an astounding 
thing. If the red-shifts are truly Doppler 
shifts, the-nebulae are going away from us 
in all directions. The rate of increase is 
about 100 miles a second for every million 
light-years of distance away. By 1941, ob- 
servations of red-shifts had been carried 
out as far as a distance of 250,000,000 
light-years into space, and the velocity of 
recession there is 25,000 miles per second! 


The red-shifts (also known as velocity- 
shifts) when first discovered were thought 
to be due to motion away from the ob- 
‘server, in other words to recession of the 
nebulae, and the explanation is still the 
only allowable one known. Yet the velocity 
of recession is so great as to lead to grave 
doubts among various scientists. Still the 
red-shifts indicate the running-away effect 
—or else they are caused by some principle 
in nature that is unknown at the present 
time; and most astronomers do refer the 
red-shifts to recession. 

Red-shifts result in a strange universe, 
smaller and younger than was supposed, so 
that alternative possibilities are sought. 
For example, the shift of the lines may be 
the result of light losing energy in its long 
travel through space, the waves becoming 
longer and therefore moving toward the 
long-wave or red end of the spectrum, 
the loss being in proportion to the distance 
traveled. 


The matter has been examined and at 
the present time it is said that light may 
lose energy in a long trip in space. But if 
so, it is not known how this is so. The 
conclusion is left in this manner: red-shifts 
are formed either in the nebulae as it 
were, where the sight starts, or in the 
spaces between the nebulae and us. In the 
former case red-shifts are likely velocity- 
shifts, with the galaxies running away. If 
however the cause of the shift lies somehow 
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in the space between us and the nebulae, 
the explanation of the red-shifts is up 
known, with the nebulae relatively sta. 
tionary. 


Surveys of Galaxies 


In order to decide between the two pos 
sibilities the investigator looks for some 
test to be applied to the observations, to 
determine whether or not the galaxies are 
receding—a test independent of the spec 
tral shift. There is theoretically a test: a 
galaxy running away will appear fainter 
than one motionless at the same distance. 
For the “quanta” or units of light-energy 
received per second are less when the ob- 
ject is moving away. This matter ends in 
a vicious circle for the sole information 
about these large distances is obtained 
from the same apparent luminosities that 
we are trying to test. In different words, 
the apparent brightness, which we wish to 
compare with distance, is of itself the only 
measure of the remoteness. (If we could 
find the distance by ordinary means, such 
as the trigonometric method, the problem 
would be much easier, but the galaxies are 
too far away.) ° 

Recently, special surveys on extra- 
galactic nebulae have been carried out 
with large telescopes, two with the 60-inch 
reflector at Mt. Wilson, two with the 100. 
inch, and one with the 36-inch Lick tele- 
scope, the purpose being to compare their 
number with the volumes they occupy in 
space. Altogether, about 100,000 galaxies 
have been examined, a distance of 
400,000,000 light-years being reached at 
the limit of the survey. Various complica- 
tions enter into the investigation. For in- 
stance, the surveys—penetrating to various 
distances—show different epochs in the his- 
tory of the nebulae. Taking the deepest 
survey, the light from these objects left 
there 400,000,000 years ago. During this 
unconscionable lapse of time the nebulae 
have been in constant motion and thus are’ 
now at a very different place from their 
position when the light left the limit of the 
survey. For intermediate distances the 
nebulae have likewise shifted from their 
original places by a different amount; 
hence the problem is complex, and the data 
has to be reduced to a common epoch of 
time, to make a proper comparison of 
nebular distribution. 
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The Expanding Universe 


Further explanation on our topic be- 
comes so technical that we shall simply 
state first that cosmological theory has had 
to consider the expansion of space, in 
order to explain the running away of dis- 
tant nebulae. This brings in the matter of 
relativity and the fourth or even a higher 
dimension. According to general relativity, 
space is curved in the vicinity of matter, 
and the amount of curvature depends upon 
the amount of matter. Moreover, the 
curvature appears to be in a higher dimen- 
sion than our usual three dimensions of 
length, breadth, and thickness—or even of 
the four dimensions of relativity, viz., the 
“space-time continuum” of length, breadth, 
thickness, and time. 


The expanding universe postulates that 
all the galaxies are separating from each 
other. It is not that they are all moving 
away from us, as it would appear; an ob- 
server stationed on any of them would see 
all the others separating from him like- 
wise. A good illustration may be arranged 
by pasting a number of little discs all over 
a tubber balloon and inflating the balloon. 
The discs represent galaxies; the size of 
the balloon at the moment is the size of 
the universe. The distance from one disc 
to another is seen to increase with the 
blowing up of the balloon. From any one 
disc, all the others appear to be separating. 
This much is easy to see in the experiment. 
It is not so easy to see the further point 
that cosmological theory demands, that 
the velocity of expansion varies with the 
distance. It must be made clear that the 
discs alone are not supposed to stretch, be- 
cause only the intergalactic spaces are ex- 
panded: the galaxies, stars, and all mate- 
tial objects do not enter into expansion, 


How can space expand, and what is 
meant by space-curvature? The picture 
simply cannot be made clear; it has to do 
with Riemannian surfaces, a subject in the 
mathematics of higher dimensions. Prob- 
ably the nearest approximation to it is the 
expanding balloon, on the surface of which 
are the galaxies. We try to imagine a bend- 
ing and deforming of three-dimensional 
space, picturing an extra direction along 
which space is bent. Eddington himself, 
who is responsible for many of the ideas 
on the expanding universe, states that even 
a mathematician’s visualization of four di-

mensions is wrong, and Eddington cannot 
visualize it. Various leaders in the subject 
do not even try, claiming that the curva- 
ture cannot be correctly imagined. This 
of course does not help the reader or in 
fact anyone. 

In any case, the universe is to be thought 
of as a closed space, in contrast to an in- 
finite space; it is “finite but unbounded” — 
there is no going on indefinitely without 
end; curved space has no boundaries. The 
surface of a sphere is also finite and un- 
bounded—one can go around it forever 
without coming to a boundary. When the 
eminent cosmologist de Sitter was asked 
what he thought was on the other side of 
the boundary of the universe, he replied, 
“T don’t think about it,”—yet here again 
the reply is unsatisfactory. However, in 
spherical space the galaxies are said to be 
arranged in closed space. There is no end 
like a bounding edge, no place to enter or 
leave the closed surface or space, the uni- 
verse is finite. 

The conception of spherical or curved 
space is actually necessary in order to fit 
the observations made on the external 
galaxies. A three-dimensional (ordinary) 
type of space will not suffice. Spherical 
space is then a mathematical conception, 
not easily pictured if at all; it is “the skin 
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of a four-dimensional hyper-sphere” and 
the volume of spherical space with radius 
r is given by: 2 x’ r*; and hence it is larger 
than the ordinary (Euclidean) sphere with 
which. we are familiar, where the volume is 
expressed by: + x r°. According to the 
present theory, the universe is expanding 
at such a rate that its volume is doubled 
in every 1,300,000,000 years. 

With a closed universe of spherical 
space, light is bound to behave in a pe- 
culiar manner. Ordinarily we think of 
light being emitted from a source and 
traveling on in a straight line out to in- 
finity. It has been suggested that if space 
is curved it would mean that light in going 
on its endless journey in space would bend 
around and finally would return to the 
starting point. Theoretically perhaps this 
may have been possible in past time very 
remote, when the universe was much smal- 
ler. In any case with the expanding uni- 
verse, there is a definite point of time after 
which it would not be possible. And we 
have supposedly passed that moment now. 
Any ray of light starting now can never 
get around because of the size of the uni- 
verse. It is possible theoretically to “see 
around the universe” still, but this refers 
only to light-rays that started before the 
critical moment of time. When the uni- 
verse was smaller, light went all around it, 
but after the latter had expanded to a cer- 
tain size, the light-waves could no longer 
get all the way around because the universe 
expands too fast. As Eddington says, light 
is like a runner on an expanding track with 
the winning-post receding faster than he 
can run. 
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Another curiosity is the notion of celes- 
tial ghosts. For in a truly spherical uni- 
verse light-rays emitted from a_point- 
source will, after they travel around, con- 
verge in a point forming an image. This 
image might be mistaken for a real body 
on the sky, so that nebulae and stars would 
have ghost-images perhaps visible. But of 
course such an idea is far-fetched. The 
time required for the light to go around 
is at least 6,000,000,000 years, and the 
star or nebula in this time has moved from 









































its former position as we see it, and the 0 
images would be displaced on the celestial pa 
sphere; besides which the light has red- tre 
dened in its passage in space, so the ghost tot 
would not be mistaken for the real object.

Conclusion 


For those readers who are interested in 
a wider study of cycles in terrestrial and 
solar affairs, I would recommend a brief 
pamphlet, Rhythmic Behavior—An In- 
troduction, by Edward R. Dewey, Direc- 
tor of the Foundation for the Study of 
Cycles. It contains twenty-two charts of 
distinct value and illustrates the applica- 
tion of this subject to practical business 
operations in commercial and industrial 
establishments as well as control of di- 
sease, pest control, game conservation, 
weather forecasting and many other phe- 
nomena of definite import in successful 
management. A more extended treatise 
along allied lines is the book Medical 
Climatology by Dr. Clarence A. Mills. 

In his paper on influenza and the weath- 
ef, written in 1915, Dr. Ellsworth Hun- 
tington outlined the chief alternatives to 
be kept in mind in any study of causation 
of disease. His statement now follows: 

“Apparently, something occasionally 
stimulates the bacteria which cause in- 
fluenza* and then for a few weeks or 
years they acquire extraordinary viru- 
lence. The stimulus may be in _ the 
external environment; or perchance all 
living organisms have fundamental physi- 
ological rhythms which cause them al- 
ternately to be strong and weak. The 
variations in virulence may possibly be 
due to changes in man’s power of resis- 
tance. ‘ 

People may become susceptible to the 
disease because of their environment, or 
because between one main epidemic and 
the next there is time for them to lose 
whatever immunity they have acquired 
through having the disease or through 
carrying its germs, even though the germs 
never produce illness. Another possibility 
is that the severity of epidemics depends 
in part on the accidental coincidence ‘of 
the rhythms of two or more kinds of 
bacteria. Still other possibilities might be 
mentioned.”

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what remains beyond that is perhaps only 
an interesting mathematical exercise. 
However it may, on the other hand, be 
fruitful in the minds of those who are 
expert in clinical and epidemiological 
medicine or in allied lines of endeavor. In 
Appendix B there are some notes regard- 
ing a plague of field mice which, during 
the period of years now under review, has 
had a rather regular cycle of four years. 


APPENDIX B 

Notes on the Field Mice Plague 

Rodents such as rats and mice have 
for many years been recognized as the 
carriers of some of the most deadly 
sourges that afflict mankind, especially 
in war-time. Among these are bubonic 
plague and typhus (to be carefully dis- 
tinguished from typhoid). The plagues 
which infected Egypt in Bible times and 
most of Europe during the Middle Ages, 
when whole cities were threatened with 
extinction, are thought by many scholars 
to have been carried from house to house 
and from city to city by rodents. Thus 
the suggestion that there is only a senti- 
mental relation embodied in the phrase 
“of mice and men” is entirely out of or- 
der. Among the most powerful menaces 
to mankind today (aside from Man him- 
self) are the smallest creatures—the mos- 
quito, the flea (usually carried by ro- 
dents) and the termite. Nor do I think 
that the quadrennial “madness” which 
accompanies the American Presidential 
elections is as likely an influence on human 
diseases as is the field-mouse plague. 

Professor William J. Hamilton, Jr., of 
Cornell University, has shown that for 
many decades the population of mice in 
central New York State has tended to rise 
to a sharp peak every four years—just as 
regularly as the occurrence of the Presi- 
dential elections. Then they are greatly 
decimated by a plague which afflicts them 
and the cycle begins again. 

The following notes summarize his 
contribution insofar as it seems germane 
to our present investigation. 

He states that although there are 
doubtless climatic influences and also 
predators such as foxes, the principal 
cause of decline among the short-tailed 
field mice (microtines or voles) is an epi- 
demic distemper or influenza which he 
calls a murine epizootic. Thus it would 
be similar to that which was so devastat- 
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ing to horses in 1872. In more detail he 
specifies from clinical observations mouse 
septicemia which he says is the same as 
swine erysipelas; also cysts of toxoplasm 
in the brain. which is a protozoan infec- 
tion. In some mice there was a cystic form 
of tapeworm found in the liver and also 
bladder-worms in the liver. Dr. Hamilton 
was unable to determine whether there 
was a filterable virus. Both fleas and lice 
were abundant. Incidentally it is interest- 
ing to learn that these microtine rodents 
are among the most prolific breeders of 
all mammals (the rabbit being a close 

competitor) and sometimes there are 13 

litters in a single year. Dr. Hamilton 

states that the four year cycle has been 
found as far back as 1863 and also in 

Great Britain, Norway and Russia as well 

as in the United States. This is particu- 

larly interesting because the period cov- 
ered is practically the same as that of 
the death statistics in the human popula- 
tion of New York City.

Perhaps the outstanding value of this 
zodiacal emplacement is to be observed in 
this very attitude of complete personal 
dissociation, in this ability to devote an 
utterly emotionless interest to whatever 
subject engages the attention, and to 
analyze and treat it as though it scarcely 
concerned one. Indeed, it would seem as 
though Nature in creating this type were 
attempting to compensate herself for all 
the emotionally unbalanced dispositions 
wherewith she has flooded this world since 
the beginning of human evolution. Not 
that all Mars-in-Virgo natives exhibit this 
quality to an equal degree, nevertheless 
it is an aptitude very largely peculiar to 
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“this vibration and one that will easily be- 

cme more pronounced with usage. 
One hears much of the impersonality of 
Aquarius these -days, yet in many years 
of observation and practice I cannot re- 
member to have noticed one solitary in- 
sance of it, certainly none that was well 
authenticated. Instead of which the pe- 
culiarity of the typically Aquarian moti- 
yation but too often springs from what 
might be called the recognition of the ob- 
vious—an obviousness all too frequently 
lost sight of by other people in the main— 
while speculative Virgo harnesses the ob- 
vious and sets it to producing, more espe- 
cially if Mars be tenanting the Sign 
Aquarius waits on inspiration, but Virgo 
goes to work, being “careful and troubled 
about many things.” And though enthusi- 
asm is scarcely if ever displayed save 
upon the mental plane alone, yet the will 
may be and very often is extremely strong 
in action. 

This position of Mars confers a cautious, 
shrewd, diplomatic cast of mind, efficient 
and practical, sometimes a bit too prac- 
tical, too analytical and dissecting for 


comfort. An infinite capacity for painstak- 
ing labor goes with it, but also not a little 
impatience, irritability, intolerance and 
doubt. These people seldom if ever act 
upon either impulse or faith, rather 
curiosity motivates them, after which ex- 
perimentation may or may not follow ac- 
cording as to whether their interest has 
been sufficiently aroused or otherwise. 


A Scientific Turn 


The Lord of Initiative, when posited in 
the Sign of the Sphinx, as a general rule 
conduces to a quiet, original, ambitious 
and resourceful disposition. The mind is 
certainly capable of deep thinking, being 
able to grasp any subject presented and, 
after consideration, to elaborate upon it. 
When posited in this asterism, besides 
energizing the intellect, Mars always gives 
it a scientific turn along with the ability 
to apply this faculty either to research ac- 
tivities or to straight business. It. is 
noticeably favorable for engaging in ali- 
mentary or chemical research or manufac- 
ture, statistical work, to architectural and

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archeological studies, to literary endeavors 
and to the insurance business, to mention 
but a few of the most prominent aptitudes 
accompanying this impulse. There is also 
a notable artistic flare to it, too, but more 
in the line of etching and the several 
phases of lithography, pen and ink sketch- 
ing, chiaroscuro and the like, rather than 
to outright painting. As, however, the art 
of portraiture, like music, is in such a 
chaotic state today, this planetary posi- 
tion may well cover other phases of design 
than merely those mentioned above, espe- 
cially as something is rather obviously in 
the process of borning even though the lay- 
man is frequently at a loss to discover just 
what it is, In addition to all of which, 
when not too seriously afflicted in this 
asterism, Mars favors those engaged as 
nurses, druggists, physicians and surgeons, 
X-ray experts and those engaged in sani- 
tation and hygiene, dietitians and those 
in charge of invalids generally. Lastly it 
very considerably favors the study and 
practice of law, particularly corporation 
law and practice. 

Mars-in-Virgo natives often develop into 
adjuncts of considerable value to their 
employer, though inclined to become dis- 
satished with their surroundings, with con- 
ditions affecting their employment, and to 
get into difficulties with their associates, 
subordinates and employers at recurrent 
intervals. And though often anxious to 
work for themselves or to rise to top execu- 
tive positions, it will usually be found they 
will show greater aptitude for being suc- 
cessfu] when filling subordinate positions 
or as the agents or representatives of 
others. As a general rule these people will 
follow their own minds, quietly and 
shrewdly going their own bent, their quick 
wit enabling them to cireumvent most dif- 
ficulties upon the road to success and 
preferment, 

If Mars be favorably aspected by the 
Lights, Mercury or Saturn, and by the 
last two bodies especially, their intellectual 
faculties will be greatly sharpened thereby 
and made peculiarly capable for success- 
fully conducting scientific and industrial 
research with very considerable profit to 
themselves and others. 

Their occasional intolerant attitudes and 
nervous irritability sometimes leads to 
something like a conscience complex—in 
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theological parlance: scrupl 
as these people all seem to have a code of 
ethics peculiar to themselves and which 
they are most frequently-prone to judge 
others by—and woe betide those who fail 
to live up to them. In this connection J 
am reminded of the case of a Mars-in 
Virgo boy who, because he fancied his 
father had done him an injury, the result 
of a slight parental breach of ethics, all 
but sent his parent to the penitentiary for 
a number of years and in fact would un- 
doubtedly have succeeded had his lies not 
been so obvious that the judge detected 
them in time to prevent his doing any 
further mischief. Being rather difficult to 
please does not make these people any 
easier to live with and so, too, when it 
comes to holding a grudge they yield their 
primacy to no other zodiacal position saye 
perhaps to Scorpio and Taurus. 

Mars in Virgo at birth leads to many 
friends in scientific, business, religious and 
philosophical circles. The handling of 
others’ finances is not to be recommended, 
however, as when it does not lead to ex 
cessive worry it promotes dishonesty, the 
one being Scylla, the other Charybdis. 


Mars Afflicted 


When afflicted in this asterism Mars im 
variably increases one’s aptitude for worry 
and nervous irritability from which, at 
least subconsciously, these people are hard- 
ly if ever free, and. though not a few of 
their troubles will be partly if not alto 
gether illusory there will always be a 
notable tendency to brood over them none 
the less, a punitive Mars here disposing 
the native to Weltschmerg either teal of 
imaginary. So, too, as I have already 
intimated, it makes for dishonesty, more 
especially in positions of trust and respon- 
sibility, as also for false associates. In 
either sex it goes far toward nullifying 
the libido, nor does this zodiacal position 
do much to favor matrimonial relations, 
as I have had numerous occasions to at 
certain beyond any peradventure of doubt.

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I, major planetary aspects alone are 
taken as the clue to mundane activity, 
then September could be read as a very 
active period, for there are twenty strong 
planetary contacts within these thirty days 
—seven conjunctions, five sextiles and six 
dynamic squares. There are two trines 
from Venus and Mars to Uranus on the 
14th and 18th, making an effective hinge 
between the two phases of this curious 
month. 

On the surface it looks like a decisive 
picture, yet it isn’t, for the period can be 
much more properly read with respect to 
the planet Neptune, ‘so often observed 
within this critical period in world history 
to hold the truly dominating and condi- 
tioning role. At the Full Moon of Septem- 
ber 2nd, Mars conjoins this planet of 
global import (representing positively, 
perspective and social sustainment; nega- 
tively, the siren call to false hopes), with 
what results may be evaluated at the time 
of reckoning, when Mars squares Saturn 
on September 12th and all the bad checks 
are called in. The Lunation of September 
17th is near the Eclipse point of Septem- 
ber, 1941 (emphasized by its conjunction 
with Neptune in Virgo, and falling on the 
United States’ radical Neptune, as does the 
present Lunation). Near the month’s end, 
the Sun conjoins Neptune, on the way to 
its October 3rd square of Saturn; indeed, 
it may be said to be under the domination 
of ‘the Neptune-Saturn sare from the 
point of its entrance inta Libra on Septem-

ber 22nd, for the Ingress is close to Nep- 
tune and the October Ist Full Moon 
squares Saturn exactly. Still further to 
dull the effectiveness of at least twelve of 
the twenty September aspects, Mercury is 
retrograde for the first sixteen days 
(August 24th to September 16th), thoygh 
the power of the Mars and Venus trines to 
Uranus may effect a quickened pace in 
affairs even’ before Mercury resumes for- 
ward motion and gets down to business. 
That planet’s sextile to Saturn on the 20th, 
and its meeting with Jupiter on the 23rd 
to join in powerful squares to Uranus 
(23rd and 25th) are needed notes of posi- 
tiveness in the Neptunian drag of the 
period. 

Mercury makes each of three important 
aspects twice. This repetition is in itself a 
fair comment on September complications, 
delays, involvements—likely to confuse 
both observers and participants in the be- 
wildering mazes of diplomatic and political 
strategy which in this month may push 
military considerations into second = 
The square to Uranus on the 7th, a con- 
junction with Jupiter on the 11th, and a 
sextile to Saturn on the 12th don’t deliver 
what they ordinarily promise, for they 
haye to be repeated (on the 20th and 
23rd) before the bold, coordinated and 
expansive plans to which they measure 
may be brought to a definite conclusion. 

It is wishful thinking to read only Axis 
panic and collapse into the Neptune and 
Saturn-dominated picture, to which -these

planets understandably measure. Hidden 
orton will “out” and structures built 

fantasies or falsehoods can’t stand up 
under this spiritual (Neptune) and mate- 
rial (Saturn) challenge. But there is grave 
danger that the victors, too, might be 
contaminated by the rottenness with which 
they will have to deal, unless they keep 
their wits about them, insulate the vulner- 
able places of heart and mind and body, 
and keep steadfastly on the job until not 
only the contagion is checked, but the very 
root of the disease isolated and cleanly cut 
out. Peace will seem a near thing, and an 
early peace will look tempting to nations 
that never wanted the war in the first 
place, but a premature enemy collapse 
may not insure the kind of peace that will 
make the colossal expenditure of spirit and 
substance worth while. Our leaders will 
have to be wise beyond the considerations 
of expediency, routine diplomacy or prac- 
tical politics. Three conjunctions to Nep- 
tune (Sept. 2nd, 6th, and 27th) in the 4th 
degree of Libra emphasize the symbolical 
implications of that degree of “mellow- 
ness”, to give Marc Edmund Jones’ key- 
word, one to draw the world together in 
“deepening ties” in positive reading, not 
merely to permit a drift in “idle depen- 
dence”—in present reference, on the shal- 
low repetitions of a history so sadly mis- 
read before. 

Mercury, with its “double talk” of re- 
peated aspects, invites scrutiny of the de- 
grees emphasized by its change of direc- 
tion. It started retrograde motion late in 
August in the 23rd degree of Virgo, a com- 
fortable degree of mastery, except that in 
turning backward, it measured to some- 
thing, one feels, that didn’t quite come off. 
It resumes forward motion in 9 Virgo; to 
quote the Jones’ symbol: “An earnest but 
bizarre looking individual is painting upon 
a canvas; his art is futuristic and un- 
intelligible.” Will it be the positive read- 
ing of “absolute self expression”—the 
Uranus touch, reinforced by the steadiness 
and judgment of Saturn, or the negative 
reading “ideas beyond power of accom- 
plishment,” suggested by the Neptunian 
accents of the month? In the fact that all 
six squares in September are to Uranus 
and Saturn, there is provided the cosmic 
antidote for badly digested Neptune; there 
will have to be clear-sightedness, even ruth- 


lessness in dealing. with climactic political 
situations, and anything remotely ‘sug- 
gesting a “soft peace” or blindness to the 
corruption deep below the surface of so- 
ciety’s present ills, should be fought by 
every thinking person who has a stake in 
a healthier world. 


United States 


The United States carries a burden of 
responsibility in terms of national practical 
interest and in broader spiritual terms of 
world responsibility, which is sharply 
focussed in the charts for September. The 
Saturn-dominated 7th house of the Sep- 
tember 2nd Full Moon indicates the firm 
and authoritative role that must be taken 
in foreign relations; though world power 
be held out as the bait, our statesmen must 
realize they are as “men in the house of 
the enemy” (ruler of the Ascendant in the 
7th, square Mars-Neptune at the 9th). 
Too definite commitments likely to involve 
the country in political complications far 
beyond legitimate concerns and interests 
should not be made, especially while Mer- 
cury is retrograde. The positive factor in 
that wheel measures the enormous bar- 
gaining strength of the nation’s resources 
and others’ dependence upon American 
substance (Uranus closely square the 
Lights in the 2nd and 8th); the most 
judicious use of that substance can be 
made while Saturn sextiles Jupiter and the 
Sun in the house of pooled resources, and 
trines the Moon in the expendable 2nd. 

Even after the return of Mercury to 
direct motion, the situation is critical, for 
the most vulnerable points in the nation’s 
radical chart are highlighted by the Sep- 
tember 17th Lunation, ruling the crucial 
four weeks ahead. The Lunation occurs 
directly on radical Neptune (natally 
afflicted by an enthusiastic rising Mars, 
hence sentimentally and foolhardily vul- 
nerable). The nation’s own Saturn exactly 
rises in the New Moon figure for Washing- 
ton, with Venus and Mars in Libra at the 
Ascendant, hence closely transiting that 
critical natal point (Saturn). This Mars- 
Venus conjunction is intense and , self- 
interested, highly efficient and able to in- 
sure the achievement of concrete objectives 
(especially when trined by the 9th house 
Uranus), but narrowness of view (Saturn 
is square) is often implied in this pattern. 
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There is no 0 dificulty in obtaining what is 
wanted, but no insurance that there is 
enough perspective in the goals thus instru- 
mented. Immediate gains are often chosen 
at the cost of broader benefits and this is 
even more true as sectional interests vie 
with each other for advantage as the politi- 
cal contest approaches the point of climax. 

The Lunation emphasis on Neptune 
should be a reminder that while this na- 
tional election is under normal conditions 
our own business, it is today of greatest 
import to the world at large. Uranus at 
the 9th of Understanding, with its sugges- 
tion of true insight into remote diplomatic 
and political concerns, lends its weight by 
a fruitful trine (and Pluto by a sextile) to 
the broader view, to bold and progressive 
policies. In closer reference, this chart 
points up the ingenuity with which public 
opinion will be manipulated and sectiona) 
interests exploited. This phase of the cam- 

aign, with both Saturn and Uranus play- 
ing on the politically adroit and sharply 
partisan Libra planets, is a championship 
match, managed by experis, of a technical 
brilliance to astonish students of political 
strategy who may have thought they knew 
all the tricks in the deck. 

The 12th house Lunation (in the mun- 
dane figure) should keynote the strategy, 
for the cadent position suggests a leaning 
on lessons of the past, as does its sym- 
bolical degree (“a glorious public building 
in a spacious park, with a flag moving in 
the breeze at half mast’). The deference 
to past achievement must carry also the 
position dynamic of an ability to “carry 
a task through to consummate comple- 
tion.” The side that can do that in 12th 
house terms of inner stamina, sincerity and 
genuine spirit of public service, is the party 
that, for the spiritual health of the country, 
should win. 

We doubt very much that even the ex- 
perts will know within this month which 
way the contest is going, for in the Full 
Moon figure (Oct, Ist), Saturn above the 
Ascendant exactly squares the angular, 
but intereepted Lights, Uranus on the 12th 
cusp continues to inspire propaganda and 
publicity ef extraordinary boldness (square 
Jupiter in the 3rd), while the man in the 
street tries to take a stand completely un- 
hampered by traditional or familiar al- 
legiances. The nation will find its feet and 


ultimate stability, in spite of the chanelle 
of the contest, for Uranus trines and sex 
tiles the 4th and 10th house Full Moog, 
Manipulators notwithstanding, and with 
all due attention to national interest of 
self-pretective, conservative thought, the 
people’s real wants will find expression and 
progressive policies have their chance. 

The Jupiter-Uranus square from the 3ed 
to the 12th carries a warning against aeci- 
dents, transportation breakdowns, air mis- 
haps or train collisions (due to haste in 
production, improper inspection or reckless 
speed and over-confident handling). Saturn 
in the 12th square the 4th house planets 
suggests that not all enemies of the national 
welfare are on the front; many still bore 
from within (ruler of the 7th in the 12th) 
and among other disruptive activities, fos- 
ter distrust against the nation’s allies, 
This position also holds a threat to the food 
crop of the late Summer, perhaps through 
damaging rains. National safety counsels 
should be heeded to avoid accidents in 
homes. Congested base areas should con- 
tinue their vigilance against preventable 
mishaps or the growth and spread of in- 
fections, whether psychological or physical. 

Uranus dominates the Ascendant. of the 
Ingress chart, squaring an [IC Mercury and 
Jupiter. Since the Moon in Sagittarius is 
also involved in this reckless, individual- 
istic pattern, the public will make itself 
vociferously heard. A great speculative 
trend characterizes the Fall quarter 
(Uranus trine Mars at the Sth), with a 
tendency, too, to break loose from al! re 
straint, not only on the part of young 
people, but of all caught up in the swing 
of reaction against wartime restrictions on 
freedom of expression. These individual. 
istic trends of protest have their social 
repercussions and invade the field of labor 
and of finance. 

The September 17th Lunation falls ex 
actly on Uranus in the chart of Senator 
Truman (and on President Roosevelt's 
Ascendant); the Democratic nominee for 
Vice-President may show surprising politi- 
cal strength and adroitness of campaign 
methods during this period, while the 
Mars-Venus transit of the Moon in the 
chart of Governor Dewey, and of Venus 
Saturn in the nativity of Governor Bricker, 
promises very lively competition. The Re 
publican candidates should build on their 
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ersonal popularity, with Bricker manipu- 
os the machine with the know-how of a 
yttran; they have the unpredictable 
Yranus to deal with on the other side; 
the Democrats will not be slow to take full 
sivantage of “the breaks’ traditionally 
measured by the strategical mastery of the 
“surprise planet.” 

The Mars-Neptune conjunction is at the midheaven at 
97 West longitude. What is even more interesting, from 
4 to 42 North Latitude. Uranus is at the same time 
exactly on the 7th angle: Will the democratic strategists 
itvade Republican strongholds, or individuals here shift 
their allegiances to a degree no Poll could properly pre- 
view the swing in the next election? Or will the irrecon- 
dlables in both camps set up a “dark horse ticket” of 


their own. Anything can happen, in political terms, 
ander such an angularly emphasized pattern. 


Great Britain 


The reckless expenditure of national re- 
sources and productive power is well 
marked in the Full Moon figure of Sep- 
tember 2nd, where Uranus is at the 2nd 
square the Full Moon. But the 4th house 
Saturn, even more closely foundational in 
the figure for the Mars-Neptune conjunc- 
tion itself, attests to empire solidarity. 
though conservative interest is slanted 
toward political advantage to be wrested 
by diplomatic negotiation at the conference 
table. Far reaching social reforms and im- 
provements in the conditions of Britain’s 
workers, also in colonial administration and 
policy, are indispensable factors in con- 
tinuing national health and security. 

The MC Neptune of the September 17th 
Lunation, with Uranus close to the cusp of 
the 7th, and Mars and Venus in Libra in 
the 10th, may thrust upon Britain a role of 
bold and progressive mediation—a dipla- 
matic offensive from which she may reap 
considerable prestige and advantage. From 
the point of view of other nations with a 
stake in the eventual political solution, it 
may look like a bold bluff (Saturn at the 
8th squares the Libra planets) ; but Britain 
has powerful allies despite the drain on her 
reserves and partners, whose own interest 
decrees material collaboration, even though 
economic and diplomatic jealousies may 
tun rife and the political competition be 
sharpened to the danger point. It is a chart 
of checks and balances. With the chart 
ruler (Jupiter) intercepted in the 9th, the 
Major stake lies far afield and Britain 
stands “off balance” with the center of 
gravity far from her own United Kingdom 
shores, yet the precarious balance is skil- 


fully maintained, not only by. her own 
manipulative skill (Uranus), but by werld 
decree (Neptune), at least for the time 
being. 

Political and material opportunism pays 
a dividend, as indicated by the 2nd and 
8th house emphasis of the October 2nd 
Full Moon, supported by Uranus at the 
10th. Britain is behind the counter, says 
the ascending Mercury, in a good position 
to do business even though goods are 
scarce (Saturn squares the lights, but sex- 
tiles Jupiter just above the Ascendant). 
The Ingress chart is even more striking, 
but similar factors are emphasized. The 
Ingress is with Neptune on the 2nd cusp, 
supported by the Moon at the IC. It’s a 
powerful “credit line” set-up with popular 
backing, The entirely Eastern emphasis 
of the wheel suggests, with its dominant 
Uranus, mounting prestige throughout the 
Fall quarter, particularly as political issues 
edge more and more into the forefront of 
attention. Britain is in a position to tell 
Allies and opponents alike where she stands 
and what she wants (the ruler of the 7th 
is in the first, tightly conjoined with the 
chart ruler). 


Russia 


It is difficult to tell just where Moscow 
loses the political initiative indicated by 
the Full Moon chart of September 2nd; 
there the only threat to national stability 
and security stemmed from protesting 
progressives behind the scenes (Uranus 
square the 10th and 4th house Lights), 
able to commandeer secret concessions 
from more authoritarian or conservative 
elements firmly in power. The Lunation 
figure for September 17th is in striking 
contrast. Saturn, ruler of the wheel, is 
here in the 7th; it is a tightly “congested” 
chart, with seven planets (including the 
New Moon) in the 8th. Revision of 
methods, adjustment, regrouping of forces, 
a complete about-face, perhaps under 
political pressure from her Allies, are all 
possibilities. The emphasized singleton 
Uranus is on a degree of discernment 
(“two people, at widely different points, 
are in conversation with each other by 
means of telepathy”—why bother to learn 
Russian?), while the Saturn degree is 
symbolized by “a large and beautiful dia- 
mond in the hands of the lapidary (Brit- 
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ish? ) about to be cut to its full perfection.” 
What kind of a metamorphosis—in policy 
—does this emphasis of the 6th, 7th and 
8th presage? Mercury resumes forward 
motion on Premier Stalin’s natal Uranus, 
itself a point of opportunism and adapta- 
bility; this Protean figure should have new 
facets to show an astonished world, or that 
part of it which it may be good strategy to 
astonish. 

It would be unusual indeed, in a quarter 
so dominantly political, if the Ingress chart 
for Moscow did not indicate a key political 
role for Russia. Saturn is exactly at the 
MC of the Ingress chart, while the Sun 
and Neptune have just risen. (This figure 
is more compulsive for Turkey, for Nep- 
tune at Ankara is on the rising degree). 
Russia has not only a political stake, but a 
grave responsibility in the developing dip- 
lomatic crisis, but whatever choice she 
makes on the world scene, the emphasized 
Moon at the cusp of the 3rd of this Ingress 
chart (opposing Uranus at the 9th, which 
closely squares Jupiter and Mercury at the 
12th), suggests continuation of unilateral 
conversations, if not secret settlements, 
with neighbors on Russia’s borders. 


Central Europe 


The Balkans seem to swing more natu- 
rally into the Russian orbit from a study of 
the New and Full Moon charts governing 
the last half of September and the first 
half of October. There the adjustments 
forced by cuspally emphasized planets at 
the 6th, 7th, 8th and 9th are logically seen 
to be inevitable, and hardly a matter of 
political choice. The 7th house Saturn in 
the Balkan charts is replaced by Uranus 
in the chart for Finland, where Russia has 
an axe to grind and may be less in a mood 
for negotiation. On this whole central 
European meridian from Finland through 
the Balkans, Saturn is at the MC at the 
Full Moon of October 2nd, square the 
lights across the horizon (closest at Sofia 
in Bulgaria). The upheavals which such 
emphasis of both axes measure to have 
their constructive side, however, for Saturn 
sextiles Jupiter accented at the 12th, and 
trines Venus in the 2nd, suggesting the 
conservation of essential substance and re- 
source.

Germany and Scandinavia * 


What was said about Finland, in the 
September 17th Lunation figure, applies 
also to Germany, for Uranus is here at the 
7th cusp of a chart contained entirely in 
the southwest quarter of the wheel. What 
was so feared and what the Nazis prom. 
ised the Germans never would happen— 
the presence of a foreign invader on “holy” 
German soil—is suggested by this chart. 

Neptune at the Ascendant of the October 
2nd Full Moon, and an Ingress chart with- 
out angular accents, give the impression 
that while great interior changes are going 
on in this country during the Fall quarter. 
its role is definitely minor as a sovereign 
entity to be reckoned with on the diplo- 
matic and political chessboard. This would 
be entirely logical if the uppercrust army 
revolt on the day of the July Eclipse proves 
to be the forerunner of an early military 
collapse, and changes the European prob- 
lem from a military to a political one of 
even greater gravity and complexity. 

Interest during September centers also 
on Denmark and Sweden where a 7th 
house Uranus at the Lunation of the 17th 
suggests a short cut to “points beyond.” 
For Denmark, the breach would be most 
welcome since Jupiter is emphasized at the 
9th cusp. Sweden’s position is less clear. 
for Neptune rises here at the October 2nd 
Full Moon. . 


Norway is accented importantly by the 
September 23rd Ingress chart, for here 
Uranus dominates the wheel at the MC (as 
for Britain) with the important difference 
that Neptune holds the Ascendant; one is 
here reminded of the Americans’ return to 
Kiska to find the enemy had “folded their 
tents and stolen away;” departing Ger- 
mans and Quislings will not have neglected 
to take away anything of value that was 
transportable. It may take time for Nor 
wegians properly to savor their liberation. 


The Fat East 


The overturn of leadership strongly in- 
dicated in the September 3rd Full Moon 
for Tokyo, where Uranus at the MC 
squares the Full Moon coincident with the 
horizon, still does not suggest a rejection of 
militaristic policy, for the Lunation figure 
of September 17th shows Uranus exactly 
rising. Limited though her resources may

be, through attrition and the toll of the 
air war in full swing over Japan in the 
late summer (Saturn accented at the 2nd), 
the 5th house Lunation and rising Uranus 
indicate a massing of forces for an all-out 
offensive effort. Were Japan a less closely 
regimented country, this set-up might 
measure to a popular uprising and rejec- 
tion of the whole policy which has brought 
the country to such a critical pass, but 
while it cannot be ruled out completely 
(anything can happen where Uranus is 
concerned) and voices may be raised in 
protest and criticism, revolution is not in 
the Japanese social logic. Any offensive is 
still motivated by the necessity of defend- 
ing home territory (the chart is below the 
horizon, but for Uranus a few minutes 
above it). Even so meager a success as en- 
gaging the Allies at a point on Japan’s 
perimeter (Full Moon emphasis of the 
9th and 3rd), or inflicting further destruc- 
tion in China, where the Japanese are still 
firmly entrenched, may do much to save 
face (Saturn at the 7th trine Venus near 
the MC), for no political or military crumb 
can be overlooked. An offer of a nego- 
tiated peace is not at all beyond the realm 
of possibility during October or sometime 
later in the Fall quarter, as indicated by 


the Oct. 2nd Full Moon and the very 
similar Ingress figure. 


China follows the pattern noted so often 
before, of allowing Japan to deploy its 
ofiensive power at the New Moon, to make 
all the noise as it were, and then coming 
through at the Full Moon in some decisive 
way. This is again shown in the September 
charts, where domestic preoccupations are 
suggested by the below the horizon con- 
centration and practically no angular 
emphasis (except for a 4th house Pluto) 
in the New Moon figure; then the Full 
Moor: blossoms out on the meridian, sup- 
porting Uranus nearing the cusp of the 
71th. While Neptune holds the MC, China 
may be less of a factor in her own right 
than as an instrument through which to get 
at Japan. This may become less so as the 
Fall quarter develops, for in the Ingress 
chart the Sun and Libra planets are in the 
10th, and the pattern of stress (Moon, 
Uranus, Jupiter and Mercury) emphasizes 
the MC and horizon angles. Political 
changes are not at all improbable as the 
people, ruled by the accented Ascendant 


Moon, demand a greater voice in the con- 
duct of affairs and greater attention and 
support from their Allies. 

The importance of the Marianas as the 
local base for effective offensive operations 
against Japan is attested by the September 
charts, where Uranus rises at the Lunation 
and trines the Libra planets at the enter- 
prising and daring Sth. Even before full 
striking power is built up in this area, what 
is available can be used with telling effect. 
Interest has not completely shifted from 
the Marshalls, however, for here O° Can- 
cer rises and the Lunation is exactly at 
the IC. Earlier in the month, on Septem- 
ber 3rd, the Mars-Neptune conjunction 
rises in an area roughly described by pres- 
ent holdings in the Marshalls; this can 
measure to the complete subjugation of the 
entire island group, or to important naval 
engagements in this strategic region. 

The South Pacific pincers, swinging 
ever closer to the southern Philippines, 
calls attention to developments here in 
late September and early October, for by 
the Full Moon at Mindanao, a dominant 
MC Mars (also stressed for Biak at the 
Ingress) suggests at least Air domination 
over this particular objective, said to be 
Gen. MacArthur’s specific goal. The 
western Carolines may have been softened 
up for penetration by this time, as indi- 
cated by a chart set for Palau. 

Ceylon, so strongly emphasized in the 
late Summer charts, may prove the spring- 
board to all-out action in the Burmese 
theatre; the Sept. 17th Lunation is on the 
7th, and Uranus holds the 7th at the Full 
Moon. This region is spotlighted in the 
chart for the Mars-Neptune conjunction 
(Sept. 3rd), which falls exactly at the 
Nadir with Saturn exactly rising. Similar 
powerful angular accents in the charts for 
northern Burma promise success in reach- 
ing desired and boldly instrumented ob- 
jectives. Involvement of the Burmese 
themselves as the contest intensifies is in- 
dicated by the rising Moon and the ac- 
cented angles of the Ingress chart. 

The U. S. Eastern Air Command based 
on Calcutta seems marked for activity of 
ever widening range and key importance in 
that war theatre, as indicated by an angu- 
lar Saturn at the IC and Neptune on the 
7th cusp in the Lunation figure for Sep- 
tember 17th. The boldness and striking 
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power of this highly trained group should 
be dramatically demonstrated by the Oct. 


2nd Full Moon. 
Latin-America 


The great masses of the people in 
Mexico may seek a larger voice in the con- 
duct of their affairs; the Lunation of Sep- 
tember 17th rises and Uranus holds the 
Ascendant at the Full Moon of October 
Ist. Financial problems are also stressed 
and inflationary trends should be brought 
under control. 


The emphasis is on internal adjustments 
in Chile (Lunation on the 12th; a meridian 
Full Moon where NEPTUNE holds the 
IC). Progressive elements here, too, are 
demanding reforms, and while the infla- 
tionary spiral must spin itself out, hope 
for the future is centered on the broad- 
ening of the base of the nation’s economy. 


An emphasized Sun and Neptune at the 
IC of the Ingress figure threaten founda- 
tions of Argentine policy and essential se- 
curity unless increasing tension in foreign 
relatiohs and developing world trends 
friendly to rebellious elements within the 
country, force political changes by the 
Full Moon of October 2nd (Saturn rising, 
Mars at the IC). 


Basic shifts in Brazilian domestic policy, 
affecting also her relations with other 
countries in the Americas are dramatically 
suggested by the horizon Full Moon of 
September 2nd, square Uranus in the 4th. 
By September 17th a more forceful, even 
high-handed foreign policy may be in 
evidence (Uranus at the 7th), while the 
11th house Lunation helps to clarify na- 
tional ambitions and objectives. Diplo- 
matic penetration is not at all difficult, 
with Neptune at the 3rd at the October 
2nd Full Moon, where a 9th house single- 
ton Moon indicates broader diplomatic 
perspectives, and an IC Venus (trined by 
Saturn in the 12th), attests to stability and 
prosperity at home. Venus at the nadir 
and Saturn exactly rising in the Ingress 
chart throw the greater political weight in 
hemisphere politics to Brazil. Argentina, 
her natural rival, is proved—judging from 
these charts—to have backed the wrong 
horse.

which at first may seem embryonic, but 
which later blaze a trail into greater free. 
doms, is always strong in individuals who 
have a “5” Ideality. 

Senator Reynolds is also seen with a de- 
cided phase of the Washington ideal and 
ambition. In this case, it is seen however 
attached to two elevens. These finally are 
resolved with the 5 into the broader ab- 
straction of the 9. While we have the 
thought of this perfect universal number 
9 in mind, it can be noted that both the 
Method and the Path, or Destiny, numbers 
in the chart of Senator Reynolds are 9. 
Briefly, this means that he has great, uni- 
versal and comprehensive human ideas, but 
that they are expressed through the 
medium of broad abstractions and are not 
pulled together or focussed into personal 
leadership by the equally impersonal influ- 
ences of his 9 Experience. 

Nine was the measurement of the Ideality 
of Lincoln as our standard chart shows. 
Sen. Reynolds therefore shares in part the 
ideals and motives of both Washington and 
Lincoln—surely a perfect basis for insis- 
tence upon America first. 

At America’s third turn in the road 
toward world leadership, the Nation needs 
again men with the same resourcefulness, 
ingenuity, courage, of Washington and the 
humanity of Lincoln to guide the nation 
into higher levels of experience. 

The knowledge to which the foregoing 
charts and their interpretation open the 
door, enables us to see Wallace, Alfange 
and Reynolds moved by motives that 
caused Washington and Lincoln to take the 
leadership of the nation in earlier years. 
However, because they all have a different 
capacity (as seen in their Method num- 
bers) for carrying out the common Ideal 
as well as different destinies to fulfil (as 
seen by the numbers of the Paths of Life), 
we shall not find their names in future 
American history side by side with those 
of either Washington or Lincoln. 

To know to what extent they have the 
purposes of the earlier greater men, offers 
a new viewpoint toward their present and 
future contributions to American political 
life. 
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Message of the Stars 
September, 1944 


eee all the events of this month 
stem from conditions set in motion be- 
tween the New Moon of Aug. 18th and 
Aug. 24th when Mercury turned retro- 
grade, which could have been a climactic 
period in hostilities culminating in a col- 
lapse of at least one war front by Sept. 2nd 
when Mars conjuncts Neptune. From 
Aug. 24th to Sept. 25th, when Mercury 
conjuncts Jupiter in Virgo in retrograde and 
direct motion, and both square Uranus in 
Gemini, the emphasis seems to be on great 
international and domestic diplomatic and 
political complications. This could have 
grave repercussions on world relationship, 
national employment, economic and finan- 
cial needs, which are more stressful, con- 
fusing, deceptive and prolonged than 
seems reasonable to the average person. 
But until Mercury turns direct on Sept. 
16th and passes the final square to Uranus 
on the 23rd, any settlement of treaties, 
pacts, agreements, signing documents or 
papers, cooperative labors, methods, goals, 
are not apt to be permanent and could 
cause further troubles in December when 
Mars squares these degrees from Sagit- 
tarius. 

The conjunction of Mars to Neptune in 
Libra on the 2nd is followed by a conjunc- 
tion of Venus to Neptune on the 6th, while 
Mars and Venus are conjunct on the 10th. 
These of course are tremendously emo- 
tional aspects, and with the Libran influ- 
ence so strong, war (Mars) could be swal- 
lowad up in the Venus-Neptune peace. 
However, cuttle-fish activities may be in- 
tensive, and reason too clouded for logical 
moves, so this could be a spurious flash or 
one of those phony periods. Also sea and 
air battles could be more prodigious than 
ever in some cases. The picture is further 
elucidated, however, by Venus and Mars 
squaring Saturn on the llth and. 12th, 
indicating a set-back to any large plans or 
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projects with probable heavy loss. Then 
finally Venus and Mars trine Uranus be- 
tween the 14th and 18th, during which 
time Mercury turns direct, and world af- 
fairs, war, relationships, politics, may reach 
a swift, successful peak. 


Virgo Aspects 


The Virgo aspects of retrograde Mercury 
conjunct the Sun on the 6th and Jupiter 
on the 11th, meanwhile squaring Uranus, 
tend further to disturb, cloud and disrupt 
all matters. After Mercury turns direct 
on the 16th, the show-down comes at the 
final conjunction with Jupiter on the 23rd 
when the last square to Uranus is also 
operative. In mundane astrology Uranus 
is associated with governments and corpo- 
rations; its action is aggressive, abrupt, 
unconventional, determined. Jupiter repre- 
sents finances, taxation, national income or 
outgo, insurance, banking, assets or liabili- 
ties, as well as courts of law, rules and 
regulations, international diplomatic rela- 
tions, religious figures or religions as they 
affect nations or world politics. Jupiter 
is always expansive, and under affliction 
may be resentful, demanding, greedy, irre- 
sponsible. The Uranus-Jupiter square may 
cause extreme reactions in labor and poli- 
tics, perhaps leading to violence, to racial 
and religious riots. Class distinctions may 
be wildly accentuated by persons who pit 
one group against another for personal 
benefit, or who foment trouble as agents 
for much stronger individuals or groups 
who prefer to remain in the background, 
Industry, production, earnings may reach 
a crisis as more war contracts are termi- 
nated; strikes may cause serious loss. Heavy 
rains and windstorms may mark the month. 
Infections may be widespread, while high 
blood pressure increases. Food, crops, 
buildings, persons may suffer from vermin 
and insects. 
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Practically every day between Sept. 2nd 
and 28th has from one to four major 
aspects or parallels, indicating an extremely 
active month. The greatest stress may 
come between the Ist and 12th (although 
the sextile of Jupiter to Saturn on the 4th 
should stabilize conditions up to that 
point), and on the 23rd-25th. But even 
the 11th-12th begin to show powerful 
recuperative elements in industry, produc- 
tion, new opportunities for large and swift 
advance with much personal progress and 
happiness all month as Venus transits 
Libra. Attention to duty, new methods and 
objectives, arts, sciences, friends, love and 
marriage may create gain. The danger 
points may be through nervousness, speak- 
ing, writing, changing, without due fore- 
thought, excessive anger or irresponsible 
people and legal difficulties. There is a vital 
necessity for stating facts, forbearance but 
not indulgence, and maintaining Law and 
Order over raucous hoodlerism, colossal 
propaganda and outright violence that 
ruthlessly exploits pernicious systems. 

The Full Moon of Sept. 2nd indicates 
the termination of former processes in 
earnings and labor. The Moon is in Pisces 
in the 2nd house of the Washington Chart, 
opposing the Sun, Jupiter, Mercury and 
Venus in Virgo in the 8th, all except Venus 
being square Uranus in the 5th. Capricorn 
rises and Saturn, the ruler, is on the cusp 
of the 7th house. Two powerful aspects 
operate; Mars conjuncts Neptune in the 
9th, moving to square Saturn, while Jupiter 
will sextile Saturn on the 4th. This Satur- 
nine emphasis should aid in stabilizing all 
relationships (foreign, domestic, personal), 
assist finances, long range projects, produc- 
tion of all basic resources, crops, coal, oil, 
consumer goods. Professional services 
should prosper and health conditions be 
alleviated. Also the Mars square should 
reduce high emotionalism and bring out 
facts in regard to diplomatic or political 
maneuvers. As both Jupiter and Saturn 
semi-sextile Pluto, revolutionary changes 
in government, labor, army and navy, 
regulations and orders, may be imminent, 
but for the time being most disturbed. 
Death may strike high and low. Legal 
problems may multiply. 

The 12th house holds the New Moon of 
the 17th, as well as Neptune, so large 
affairs, foreign and national, proceed be- 


hind the scenes. Mars and Venus rise iq 
Libra, giving the people much freedom of 
action, more joy and latitude in associq 
tions, public contacts, marriage. Personal 
finances should improve. With Mercury 
now direct, former inhibitions or uncer- 
tainties may vanish; yet nervousness over 
industry, organizations, government con- 
trol and large financial operations may be 
growing, to reach a crisis within the week, 


Autumn Equinox 


The Sun is in the 4th house close to 
Neptune at the Fall Equinox. Uranus rises 
in Gemini, squaring Mercury, the ruler, 
which is conjunct Jupiter in the 3rd house. 
People may be rising in wrath over food 
conditions, employment, transportation, 
publications, foreign affairs, politics. Acci 
dents may be numerous. Racial and reli- 
gious quarrels and labor troubles may 
reach a breaking point while former agree- 
ments are broken.

FULL MOON 
Sept. 1 to 9 


The Sun semi-sextiles Pluto on the Ist 
showing gain to large groups and permanent 
labors. At the Full Moon of the 2nd Mer- 
cury parallels Mars and Mars conjuncts 
Neptune. This may mark a crisis of 
rumors, abuse, emotions, finances, class 
hostility, storms, crimes, but steady efforts 
proceed well.

At the New Moon of the 17th the release

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Richard Wagner 
May 22, 1813

| HE CONTRACTS between the charts of 
Richard and Cosima Wagner, the divorced 
wife of Hans von Bulow, are unusually 


strong. Wagner’s Moon on Cosima’s 
Venus in Aquarius bestowed emotional 
harmony and personal magnetic attraction. 
The contact of her Mars and Mercury 
conjunction in Capricorn with Wagner's 
Saturn could point to the fact that both 
lost honor and prestige temporarily through 
their association prior to their marriage 
when Cosima was married to von Bilow, 
Wagner’s friend and patron. 

Cosima, who acted as Wagner’s secre- 
tary, was the daughter of the musician 
Franz Liszt,’ Wagner’s friend,.and the

Comtesse d’Agoult, a writer. Cosima had 
married Hans von Biilow in 1857. Wag- 
ner’s marriage to his first wife, Minna, 
had not been very successful, due to finan- 
cial and numerous other difficulties. Minna 
died in 1866 of heart disease. While it is a 
proverb that “a woman who marries a 
genius marries misery,’ Wagner’s marriage 
to Cosima, “who did love and understand 
him,” was a happy and contented one. 
Wagner stated: “Woman are the music 
of life. . . . In the hearts of women it has 
always gone well with my art.” (Note his 
Sun-Venus conjunction.) In Cosima, Wag- 
ner found his ideal of womanhood ‘(note 
their Moon-Venus-Mars-Neptune conjunc- _

tion in Aquarius). Of their marriage, 
Glasenapp comments: “There is no other 
union which Germans ought to deem more 
holy. None have ever been entered into 
with less selfishness, with higher imper- 
sonal sentiments. It united the great home- 
less one, who had suffered so much and so 
long under the heartlessness and unap- 
preciative neglect of his contemporaries, 
to a wife, who stood beside the friend of 
her father, the ideal of her husband, with 
cheerful encouragement, until she as well 
as her husband realized that she was the 
one chosen to heal the wounds which the 
artist had suffered in his restless wander- 
ings and through numberless disappoint- 
ments. The time had arrived when the 
hand of love prepared the last and never- 
to-be-lost home. 

“This knowledge gave the noble-minded 
woman the courage to sever the ties, which 
in early youth had tied her to one of our 
most eminent artists, and the best of men; 
to give up herself to her task, to concen- 
trate her life to him, to be the helpmeet 
of the man to whom through friendship 
and the inner voice of her heart, and the 
knowledge of noble duty, she had already 
belonged. The world did not hesitate to 
malign this holiest act of fidelity. Only 
the small and the low are overlooked, the 
high and the great are ever the victims.” 
(Note Wagner’s Saturn, ruler of his tenth 
house, elevated in Capricorn, conjunct 
Cosima’s Mars-Saturn, in the sign of her 
Capricorn Sun.) 

In Cosima Wagner, Richard Count 
Moulin-Eckart states: “The Master (Wag- 
ner) .. . said that it was love that was 
the true and genuine miracle, and worked 
miracles.” Cosima stated: “My union 
with Richard is like a palingenesis, a re- 
birth, which brings me nearer to perfec- 
tion—the redemption of my former erring 
existence. But I feel--and tell him so— 
that our perfect union will not take place 
till death, with the dissolution of all the 
limitations of the individuality. When I 
try to tell him how I love him, I feel the 
full impotence of being and know that 
not till I am in the arms of death shall I 
be able to tell it to him.”’ (Note his Uranus 
in Scorpio conjunct her Jupiter and Saturn, 
and her Moon in the sign of his Neptune.) 
“And that is why I weep when I want to 
approach him and tell him how my soul 
adores him.” (Her Moon is near his Nep- 


tune in Sagittarius, and his Mars on her 
Neptune in Aquarius.) 

In Cosima, Wagner found that ideal of 
womankind (their Moon-Venus conjunc- 
tion) which he had so much upheld: “in- 
stant and dauntless obedience to the behest 
of the one great love. When he died he 
was even then at work upon a glorification 
of the sex, and the last sentence that ever 
flowed from his pen related to a legend of 
the Buddhists, granting women a right to 
the saintliness previously claimed by men 
alone... . And in his grave, where he lay, 
his head rested upon the long blonde 
tresses of Cosima, which he had so ad- 
mired, and which, with final sacrifice, and 
as a last tribute, she had sacrificed to bury 
with him.”

" cedure in astrological guides is to stress

Unfortunately, things don’t always work 
out that way—too often the native sits 
back trustfully, waiting for some planetary 
Santa Claus to drop presents in his (or 
her) lap, thus failing to make the most of 
opportunities, or else he feels he has the 
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status, social or per- 
sonal standing and reputation have been 
accentuated for the last two years (since 
Saturn and Uranus entered Gemini in May 
1942), and your chief source of worry and 
energy was probably centered in these 
issues.

Jupiter and Uranus 


The danger is mainly one of using a 
favorable situation in the wrong way. You 
really have an unprecedented opportunity 
to make your mark in whatever field you 
choose, The spotlight will be on you this 
year—you’re bound to be the focus at at- 
tention in the office, in clubs, in social ac- 
tivities, in charitable, religious or war work 
organizations, in professional circles, in 
any group or activity where you have a 
“public” reputation to uphold (this could 
be a unit in the armed forces or the pres- 
tige a housewife has in her neighborhood).

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Editor’s Note—The hour of moonrise is given for each day during the month. It will be noted 
that one day each month this hour is not given. This is due to the fact that the time of moonrise 
moves forward approximately 50’ per day and therefore during each month there will be a period 
during which his lunar day carries through from late P.M. of one day to early A.M. of the second 
succeeding day including therein one full day of twenty-four hours on which the moon will not rise. 

This moonrise time is given because experience has shown that it usually marks a crisis or turning 
point. For instance, radical changes in eather conditions are more likely to occur at the time of 
moonrise, and the same will apply to other general conditions. 

There is a relatively slight variation in the time of moonrise for various Standard Time Zones. 
For all practical purposes the time given herewith, when changed to local Standard Time, may be 
accepted for any locality in the United States. The time given is Eastern Standard Time; read 
as is for Central War Time; subtract one hour for Mountain War Time; substract two hours 


tor Pacific War Time.

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VIRGO—Physical Appearance 


Virgo is the negative sign of Mercury. 
It makes, like Gemini, for length of body 
and for straightness of build. The hips, 
however, and thé shoulders are somewhat 
broader than with the Gemini people, male 
or female. As a matter of fact, the femi- 
nine signs of the zodiac all tend to greater 
breadth of hips than the masculine signs. 
Among the females of Virgo there is often 
a tendency to put on much flesh in middle 
life and for the hips to be ungainly.

Virgo is also more muscular in type than 
the Geminian and usually has more endur- 
ance and greater ability to work at manual 
occupations. Both signs tend to lose their 
health quite rapidly when unhappy or when 
things prey on their mind. In the Virgo 
types one is more conscious of the bony 
framework than one is with the Gemini 
types. There is greater sharpness fo the 
features of Virgo than there is to those of 
Gemini. The Virgoans are often quite 
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handsome, but it is a beauty of regularity 
of feature and rarely gives the warmth, 
color, and glow of Leo. Virgo people usually 
take extraordinary beautiful photographs 
and portraits. 

In complexion the Virgoans rarely have 
the fairness of skin that is associated with 
the Sun and Venus types. They generally 
tan quite easily and rarely freckle. The 
hair is fine and inclined to thinness in later 
life but rarely to greyness or baldness. The 
color is brown or black and the eyes are, as 
arule, clear grey, sometimes brown. 

The forehead slopes back, the nose comes 
well out of the plane of the face and the 
chin inclines to recede. The nose is often 
the most characteristic feature. It is usually 
well modelled and shows great sensitivity. 
When the bridge of the nose is very high 
and shows a wedge shaped formation, we 

‘have sculptors, and people with modelling 
ability. The tip of the nose is often quite 
noticeable, sometimes tending to give a 
wedge shaped effect. This is often seen 


among writers in the sign, betokening great 
scrutiny of people both as regards to 
physique and mental characteristics. The 
mouth is not quite as large as that of 
Gemini but the lips are well defined and 


well shaped, but not full. When the lips 
are exceptionally thin in the Virgo types, 
you have the people who insist on making 
martyrs of themselves and of everyone 
around them. The voice often tends to 
shrillness. 

The face is wide through the cheek 
bones. This seems to denote a person able 
to use the hands well. The forehead just 
above the eyebrows is well developed for 
Virgo sees readily and easily all small 
details. He has almost a photographie pic- 
ture in his mind of all he sees, and he is 
able to classify the things he has seen and 
reproduce them in their right sequence and 
order.

a the treatment of statistical values 
such as are used for the study of phe- 
nomenal trends, what is called “the mean 
curve” has been found to be of such great 
advantage that almost all the work is car- 
ried out in terms of the “mean,” or 
“middle” values. In making up a forecast 
we therefore generally project the curve 
into the future in terms’of the mean 
figures, realizing, in all cases, that some 
lag or some acceleration of the mean 
maxima or mean minima of the curve is 
to be expected at times. In a mean curve 
computed with years as the unit of time, 
a lag or an acceleration of as much as six 
months is usually allowed. If the unit of 
time is a calendar month, then we may 
expect a possible variation of three or four 
weeks, and where the forecast is made up 
for week-by-week conjectures it is not con- 
sidered strictly erroneous if a maxima or 
a minima in the curve comes out a day 
late or, a day too soon in the verification. 

The long swing curve of the price of

Mercury parallels Mars on the 2nd, 
and forms the same aspect to Venus on the 
3rd.
